And he writes me. 

About autographs, I've always been like that. As a 
kid, 1 sent penny postcards to Hollywood. Sometimes 
they sent their photograph back to me, sometimes 
signed their name. W.C. Fields, Dolores Del Rio, who¬ 
ever.

Then I grew up, or thought I did. And tried to write. 
And sent clippings, pictures of writers to writers, their 
own pictures, asking them to sign. Eudora Welty, John 
Cheever, whoever. As if they might help me to write. 

I read Sherwood Anderson 50 years ago. Read "I'm 
a Fool," read "I Want To Know Why," two of his race 
track stories, two of the best stories anyone has writ¬ 
ten, race track or not. Here are a few sentences from "I 
Want To Know Why": 

"If you've never been crazy about Thoroughbreds 
it's because you've never been around where they are 
much and don't know any better. They're beautiful. 
There isn't anything so lovely and clean and full of 
spunk and honest and everything as some race 
horses." 

I only wish I could have had Anderson sign some¬ 
thing for me. He changed the short story for all time 
with "Winesburg, Ohio." 

I published a story called "When the Horses Came" 
40 years ago. It was like Sherwood Anderson was 
standing over me. 

So movie people in time gave way to writing people. 
But often in the background I heard horses run. I be¬ 
gan at the track early, still in school. My father liked the 
track, my brother likes the track. Is it blood? My moth¬ 
er did not like the track. It is not always good, nor is it 
always bad. 

1 hadn't written to a jockey before. Years ago I saw 
Eddie Arcaro at the track and he signed my program. 
But I'd never sent a clipping to a jockey. 

So here's Desormeaux, with everything right about 
him. And here's this picture of him in the paper. He 
sits high, almost standing in the saddle; he looks good. 
So I clip the picture, send it to him with a note, asking 
if he'll sign. Almost before I turn around, it's back, 
mailed back to me. He signs his name, Kent Desor¬ 
meaux. Does it boldly, proudly. I like that. Perhaps you 
think he says very little, perhaps I think he says a 
whole lot. 

What is it? Over years, horses running, youth, age. 
A sort of reaching out, perhaps, his youth to my age. 
What the stroke of a pen can do. 

I wish Kent Desormeaux all the best, all the luck. At 
the track everyone knows that luck is everything. And 
at the same time they know that everything is more 
than luck.

Question: How frequent are back problems in horses? 

Answer: The incidence of back problems among 
horses is significant, more with jumpers than with flat 
horses, and more with horses that work on cuppy race 
tracks. Frequently there are co-existing limb problems, 
and it's not always clear which came first, the lameness 
or the sore back. 

Q: What are the most common hack ailments? 

A: First, I want to point out that there is no good way 
to be absolutely definitive in diagnosing most back 
problems. There's a lot we don't know about equine 
backs in the same way that human medicine has a lot of 
questions about human backs. Add to this the fact 
that, for us, it's almost impossible to get quality x-rays 
of that area of the horse. 

What 1 can say is that there is not a lot of disc degen¬ 
eration or nerve damage in horses. Most problems de¬ 
velop insidiously with no specific traumatic incident. 
The first evidence is a change in the horse's behavior 
and/or loss of competitive performance. 

The two situations that we most often see are 
impingement of the dorsal spinous processes, also 
known as "kissing spines," where the vertebrae are 
touching, and supraspinous ligament strain where 
there is significant pain on palpation of the dorsal area. 

Ossifying spondylosis is an ailment where bone 
spurs are created on the bottoms of the vertebrae 
which in turn interferes with the horse's elasticity and 
causes pain. This problem, however, is fairly unusual. 

Of a less serious nature, bruising of the back and 
muscle soreness can be caused by a poorly fitted sad¬ 
dle, a stiff or out-of-balance rider, a rider doing too 
much sitting trot on an improperly conditioned horse, 
riding too long, overexertion from too much work, or a 
combination of the above. In these cases, the spine is 
fine, but the muscles are hurting. 

Q; What is the diagnostic process for ailing backs? 

A: Again, back soreness frequently co-exists with 
hind leg lameness. If the back soreness seems mild 
compared to the limb lameness, the latter should be 
treated first to see if the back will resolve sponta¬ 
neously. If the back pain is severe with only a sugges¬ 
tion of bilateral hind leg lameness, then the back is 
treated alone. If this is successful, often the lameness 
disappears. 
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In general, a clinical examination should include an 
appraisal of the horse's conformation. Short-backed 
horses are prone to dorsal spinous impingement, 
while long backs incur more supraspinous ligament 
strains. 

Palpation of the back begins by gently running flat¬ 
tened fingers over the dorsal midline from the withers 
to the tail. The muscles on both sides are similarly 
examined by light pressure and then firmer pressure. 
The degree of muscle soreness is evaluated by the mus¬ 
cle's tensing or, in extreme cases, the horse's with¬ 
drawal from pressure. 

The horse is then repeatedly made to ventroflex and 
dorsiflex its spine. Signs of resentment, excessive eva¬ 
sion, or an unwillingness to flex and extend may signi¬ 
fy pain associated with thoracolumbar movement. 

A rectal examination may be performed if a recent 
injury suggests a pelvic fracture, psoas muscle strain, 
or sacroiliac subluxation. Usually this is not indicated. 

The horse is next observed in hand: walked in tight 
circles and jogged in straight lines and circles to ob¬ 
serve the quality of gait as well as any lameness. Flex¬ 
ion tests and manipulative tests are performed with 
special attention to the hocks. 

Most thoracolumbar problems do not cause frank 
lameness. Therefore, significant lameness should be 
suspected as originating in the limbs, and must be 
thoroughly investigated. Only by eliminating this pos¬ 
sibility can the lameness be ascribed to a back problem. 

The horse may also be lunged at the trot and canter 
to observe for flexibility, smoothness and impulsion. 

Then the horse is saddled with its regular saddle 
and the fit is checked carefully. The horse's response to 
saddling and mounting should also be noted. 

After riding, the back is palpated. An increase in 
palpable sensitivity indicates a significant problem and 
a poorer prognosis than one that warms out of the 
sensitivity. 

Examination may be supplemented by radiography, 
local anesthesia, thermography and enzymology. 

In many cases, the diagnosis is a process of elimina¬ 
tion. 

Q: What treatments are available for back pnoblems? 

A: In general, all acute cases of thoracolumbar inju¬ 
ry should be rested and then gradually returned to 
work once the pain subsides or disappears.

Interspinous injections of steroids have proven of 
benefit in cases of "kissing spines" or supraspinous 
ligament strain and is my treatment of choice in severe 
cases. 

Light exercise without a rider is prescribed for the 
next three to five days at which time normal work may 
resume. The horse is re-evaluated in seven days and 
any interspaces that are particularly painful are rein¬ 
jected. The relief usually lasts for five weeks to nine 
months and repeated treatments usually last pro¬ 
gressively longer so that in some cases one or two treat¬ 
ments per year will suffice. 

An immediate but transient relief may be obtained 
from manipulative therapy. Massage, faradic stimula¬ 
tion and ultrasound therapy benefit mild back stiff-

ness and soreness but are of only marginal efficacy 
with more severe problems. 

There is no doubt that acupuncture can provide 
both short-term and long-term relief in some cases of 
back disease. The long-term results are good and the 
side effects minimal. 

Non-steroidal anti-inflammatory drugs (NSAID) 
are usually not dramatically efficacious in back pain. 
However, they may provide significant relief in inter- 
tarsal and tarsometatarsal joint disease. Phe¬ 
nylbutazone is reported to be of benefit for sacroiliac 
pain, and vitamin E and selenium, oral or injectible, 
and oral potassium acetate may also benefit some back 
muscle soreness. 

Often treatment is a matter of trying different things 
until you happen upon one that gives relief. 

Q; Are back problems usually curable? 

A: No. It's a lot like people. Some, no matter what 
they do, come up with hurt backs. Some, no matter 
what they do, never hurt their backs. And others only 
experience problems on a temporary basis if they are 
doing something unusual. 

It's amazing, however, how many horses with bad 
backs can go on and perform very successfully if they 
are managed correctly with cooperation between the 
veterinarian and the horse owner. 

Adequate warm-up is essential. Race horses may 
benefit from ponying for 30 minutes prior to a race or a 
work. 

The riding surface can play a critical role. Cuppy 
going, deep mud, or sand may aggravate back sore¬ 
ness. Race horses do better on the turf. Hills also exac¬ 
erbate back problems as does jumping. 

Keep the back warm and avoid chills by adequate 
blanketing, quarter sheets, infrared heat lamps, and 
using warming liniments prior to exercise. 

Check the fit of the saddle. Even if the saddle fits 
well, a dense foam saddle pad may better distribute 
the pressure and avoid aggravation. 

When shoeing the horse, radical lowering of the 
hind heels can create back soreness. Elevating the hind 
heels two to five degrees is frequently helpful. 

Fatigue of the muscles must be guarded against by 
longer recuperative periods between competitions, 
frequent rest intervals, or shorter works. 

Improper bitting and dental problems may cause 
discomfort leading to a constrained head carriage. 
This can cause stiffness and aggravate pre-existing tho¬ 
racolumbar problems. 

The back is an area where our knowledge is still very 
rudimentary. You rule out whatever you can, treat 
what you can, and then manage the rest. □

Safely Kept eclipses 
Haydens' aspirations

Safely Kept was one of those rare deals that makes 
everyone a winner. 

She has turned out to be a bargain for Barry 
Weisbord, and his various partners, who purchased 
her for $300,000 in August, 1988, after her third start as 
a 2-year-old. And she is just as much of a bonanza for 
her breeders, David and Jo Ann Hayden, of Upperco 
(Md.). 

The Haydens bred Safely Kept from a mare they 
claimed at Bowie in March, 1980 for $11,500. 'Talk 
about a modest investment," says David Hayden, jubi¬ 
lantly. "The stud fee (for Horatius) was $2,000. She 
won a substantial amount of money ($47,936) for us 
before we sold her. We've also gotten $15,500 in Breed¬ 
ers' Cup premium awards, and Maryland Fund bo¬ 
nuses (amounting to $23,371)." 

Best of all, the Haydens still own Safely Kept's dam, 
17-year-old Safely Home (by Winning Hit). They sold a 
weanling colt by Double Zeus out of Safely Home at 
last year's Keeneland November sale for $115,000. Due 
to foal in February to Smarten, Safely Home is booked 
back to the one of the country's leading sires. Private 
Account. 

Their success can't be attributed to luck alone. Both 
knowledgeable horsepeople who devote considerable 
time and energy to the business, David and Jo Ann 
Hayden operate a model small breeding establishment 
at their 80-acre Dark Hollow Farm. 

But there's no doubt that they have been lucky with 
Safely Home. "She's the one who deserves the credit," 
states Hayden. 

Ironically, Safely Home looked like a terrible invest¬ 
ment when the Haydens first got her. ' Our breeding 
operation was secondary to our racing stable, in those 
days," explains Hayden, whose ad agency—David 
Hayden Advertising Inc.—handles the accounts for 
Maryland race tracks. "We loved the action of claiming 
and racing. And we definitely claimed Safely Home 
with the idea of racing her." 


Seven years old at the time. Safely Home was mak¬ 
ing the 72 start of her career. Obviously a hard-trying 
runner, she had a record of 15 wins, 12 seconds and 12 
thirds—which meant she had finished in the money in 
well over half of her starts. 

What really attracted the Haydens, however, was 
the fact that many of her best efforts had come at 
Pimlico. "The Bowie meeting was winding down, and 
racing was about to shift to Pimlico—we knew she 
loved it there," says Hayden. Safely Home won the day 
they claimed her, and a week later they ran her back for 
$14,500. 

"We could actually see her breaking down in the 
stretch," Mrs. Hayden laments. "She still finished sec¬ 
ond. It was pure heart that got her across the finish 
line." 

Her pedigree wasn't much. With lifetime earnings 
of $83,058, Safely Home is by far the best race horse 
from her dam. Arc Lamp by *Stella Aurata. Winning 
Hit, Safely Home's sire, was a well-bred son of Bold 
Ruler, but he didn't achieve much note on the race 
track or at stud. 

Still, Safely Home's race record—plus her display of 
raw courage that afternoon at Bowie—convinced the 
Haydens to give her a try as a broodmare. 

They were delighted with her first foal, a Double 
Zeus gelding whom they named Safe On Second. Still 
in action at the age of 8, Safe On Second is a hard- 
knocking claimer who has amassed $189,485. He 
earned over $120,000 for the Haydens before he was 
claimed away from them in February, 1988, for $8,500. 

The Haydens were even more pleased with Safely 
Home's second foal, a 1984 filly, also by Double Zeus. 
Safe At the Plate placed in seven stakes and earned 
$114,923. Brought back home last year as a broodmare, 
she is due to produce her first foal, by Caveat, at Dark 
Hollow this spring, and will be bred back to Seeking 
the Gold. 
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Although Safely Home's 1985 foal—a Hail Emperor 
filly named Safe Salute—didn't measure up to her first 
two, she kept the mare's record intact by winning one 
race. And then came Safely Kept. 

David and Jo Ann were present for the birth of Safe¬ 
ly Kept—as they are for most of the foals who are born 
at Dark Hollow. But her foaling was more memorable 
than most. "She stood up, arched her neck, and fixed 
us with a look that seemed to say—'Look at me,' " 
Hayden recalls. 

The Haydens' friends got used to hearing stories 
about the "best foal ever born" at Dark Hollow. "She's 
big, elegant, attractive, correct ..." David would say. 

But the Haydens weren't the only ones who saw 
something special in her. As a yearling. Safely Kept 
was sent to Florida, to be broken at Eddie Ramsey's 
Ocala establishment. "Eddie gets about 80 young 
horses to be broken every year," says Hayden. "He 
called us up, and said: 'Well, I have good news and bad 
news.' The bad news was that this filly was the tough¬ 
est horse he had broken—ever. The good news was 
that she was the best one he'd had in the last 15 years. 

"Later, when the filly got famous, Eddie said there 
were about 20 people down there who were claiming

they'd broken Safely Kept. 'It's a funny thing,' he said. 
'When she was here 1 had to beg people to get on her.' " 

The Haydens credit their farm manager, Dennis 
Crabbs, Ramsey, and trainer Carlos Garcia for nurtur- 
ing Safely Kept's potential. "I call them our 'loop' of 
people—they are the ones who have made us success¬ 
ful. All of our horses go through them. 1 can't say 
enough about the trust, and respect, 1 have for all three 
horsemen," Hayden remarks. 

If Hayden were to give himself high marks for any¬ 
thing, it would be the way he's played the cards finan¬ 
cially. "We were ecstatic with the price we got for Safely 
Home's weanling last fall," he comments. "You have to 
wait and see how the cards unfold. We had to put up 
$1,000 to nominate (for Keeneland) way back in July, 
before the Test Stakes was run. We were fortunate, the 
way it worked out. 

"Now that we have a mare like Safely Home," adds 
Hayden. "We literally cannot afford to keep her foals 
and race them ourselves." 
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One of the biggest thrills the Haydens have experi¬ 
enced as breeders came last fall, when David called 
Claiborne president Seth Hancock about buying a ser¬ 
vice to Private Account. “He was amazingly generous 
with his time," recounts Hayden."Our phone conver¬ 
sation lasted about half an hour, although I had never 
met the man. He said not to be embarrassed about 
Safely Home's pedigree—there are plenty of mares 
with all the pedigree in the world who have never 
thrown a horse like Safely Kept." 

Safely Home and Safe At the Plate are among four 
broodmares currently owned by the Haydens. The 
others are Double Brow, an 18-year-old Spring Double 
mare who is a full sister to multiple stakes-placed 
Spring Triple; and Joanie's Princess, a $15,500 pur¬ 
chase at the 1989 Equivest fall sale at Timonium. By 
Joanie's Chief—Spunky Princess by Cornish Prince, 
joanie's Princess reminded the Haydens of Safely 
Home. "Her pedigree isn't fashionable," admits 
David. "But she danced a lot of dances (winning or 
placing 24 times and earning $150,507). That's a quality 
we look for in a mare." 

Breeding and developing young stock has been the 
focus of the Haydens' operation since 1985. "The 
claiming business just didn't work out for us (with the 


notable exception of Safely Home)," explains David. 
"It was pathetic; we lost a lot of money. When we look¬ 
ed back, and evaluated, we realized that most of our 
success had been with homebreds, racing in Mary¬ 
land. We decided to have three or four mares, and 
approach the business that way." 

To say that the Haydens have had a high ratio of 
success with the relatively small number of horses they 
have bred and raised—an estimated 35 to 40—would 
be an understatement. Their Baederwood colt Wooden 
Injun was one of the best 2-year-olds in Maryland last 
fall, placing second (to Smelly) in the Bimelech Stakes 
and third in the All Maryland Nursery on Maryland 
Million Day. Wooden Injun is one of four horses they 
have in training with Carlos Garcia. 

They have bred (on their own and in partnership) 
three stakes winners—one of which was their very first 
try. "We were on top of the world," says Hayden, of 
Dance Pavilion (from the first crop of Dancing Champ) 
whom they sold as a weanling at Timonium in 1980 for 
$15,000. "He was a good looking colt: we figured we'd 
get maybe $5,000." Dance Pavilion won the 1982 El 
Conquistador Stakes, placed in three others, and 
earned $106,463. 

The third stakes winner was a Sham colt, Rondelier, 
bred in the name of Classic Lines Associates, a limited 
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partnership formed by Hayden several years ago but 
no longer in existence. Rondelier, a $57,000 Fasig-Tip- 
ton Kentucky Summer sale yearling, won two minor 
stakes in Canada. 

In partnership with his brother Mark, Hayden bred 
the current 3-year-old filly Dans les Bois (by Baeder- 
wood), who finished third in the 1989 Maryland Juve¬ 
nile Championship. That filly brings their total of 
stakes winners and stakes-placed horses to six (includ¬ 
ing the previously-mentioned Safe At the Plate and 
Wooden Injun). 

Twice in the past five years the Haydens have won 
the $13,000 bonus given to the exhibitor of the MHBA 
Yearling Show participant who earns the most while 
racing as a 2-year-old in North America (the runners 
were Safely Kept and Safe At the Plate). And last year 
their Allen's Prospect filly Twisted Opertunity was 
judged best among 45 entries in her Yearling Show 
class. 

The Haydens own shares in seven Maryland stal¬ 
lions: Private Terms, Allen's Prospect, Baederwood (six 
individual shares and several more in partnership). 
Double Zeus, Hail Emperor, Horatius and Shelter 
Half. 

Like a number of other people with a knack for the 
race horse business, the Haydens started out with

show horses. David, 46, grew up in the Edmondson 
Village area of Baltimore City, and started riding while 
he was a student at the Maryland Institute College of 
Art. "I'd always loved horses; as a child Td go out to 
Gwynn Oak amusement park and ride the ponies for a 
quarter," he says. "But I really got involved with riding 
in order to have some sort of physical exercise while I 
was in college; the Maryland Institute didn't have a 
sports program." 

After he started his own advertising firm, and grad¬ 
ually grew prosperous, Hayden got more and more 
into riding and showing. And his wife Jo Ann fully 
shared his interest. An elementary school teacher (she 
still teaches fourth grade at Timber Grove Elementary 
School, where she has taught for 22 years), Jo Ann was 
also born and raised in Baltimore City. She graduated 
from Western High School and Towson State College 
(now University), and earned a master's degree from 
Western Maryland College. 

"We were eager to learn—and a lot of people spent a 
lot of time helping us," comments Mrs. Hayden. 
"We've always had a lot of fun with our horses." 
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In the early 1970s, a few years after their marriage, 
the Haydens bought property on Dark Hollow Road, 
in order to have a place to keep their riding horses. The 
property had a small, picturesque stone house, which 
they renovated for themselves. Then they purchased 
more land, across the road, and built a large, modern 
14-stall barn. 

David had his office built right onto the side of the 
barn, enabling him to run his advertising business and 
keep an eye on his horses at the same time. And that is 
the arrangement he has had ever since. 

The Haydens eventually sold the stone house, and 
consolidated their operation on the south side of the 
road. Although they won some major competitions 
and arranged some lucrative deals with their show 
horses throughout the 1970s, the race horse business 
eventually won them over. "Secretariat tweaked my 
interest in racing," says Hayden. "I was at a horse 


show, and I watched him on television the day he won 
the Belmont. It sure looked a lot more exciting than 
what I was doing. At horse shows you hurry up and 
wait." 

They purchased their first race horse. Great Grand¬ 
ma Rose, in 1976, and she became their first winner. 

Today Dark Hollow Farrh boards six mares for cli¬ 
ents, and has a total horse population of 27—all race 
horses. 

In addition to the barn, there are three large, sturdy 
run-in sheds (the Haydens are firm believers in shed¬ 
raising) and double-fenced paddocks. Enclosed on all 
sides by woods, the farm has rolling hills and ample 
pastures for grazing. 

After many years of living in relatively cramped 
quarters—a house that was attached on one side to a 
run-in shed—David and Jo Ann are now building a 
grand new wing on their home. "We call it the house 
that Safely Kept built," says Jo Ann Hayden. □

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Super Qiolo highlights 
Petersons' super record

Last year's champion juvenile colt Super Cholo is 
not the first stakes-caliber runner Fred and Wildie Pe¬ 
terson have bred since they started out in the business 
ten years ago. He's also not the second, or third ... or 
fifth. 

For people who keep a small number of brood¬ 
mares, the Petersons' record is nothing short of phe¬ 
nomenal. Two horses foaled and raised at their Solstice 
in Cockeysville (Md.) have gone on to be stakes win¬ 
ners, and four others are stakes-placed. That is six, 
from a total of eleven who have raced. 

You don't have to be a statistician to figure out that's 
more than half. Or that the odds of achieving some¬ 
thing like that involve lots and lots of zeros. 

What is the explanation for their tremendous rate of 
success? "One of our biggest assets," says Dr. Fred 
Peterson, "has been the people we've dealt with. 
They've all gone to good Maryland owners and train¬ 
ers." 

Factor in some well-selected broodmares, a farm 
that is personally operated by one of the state's top 
equine veterinarians, and luck . . . "Of course, it also 
helps that we really like horses," observes Dr. Peter¬ 
son. "This wouldn't be much of a business to be in, if 
you didn't." 

Commercial horse breeding is a relatively new ven¬ 
ture for the Petersons—although both are lifelong 
horsepeople. A 1968 graduate of the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Veterinary Medicine, Dr. Peter¬ 
son has practiced in Maryland for 20 years. He serves 
many farms, and also performs surgery at his private

clinic, the Maryland Equine Center, located on the Pe¬ 
tersons' farm on Gadd Road in Cockeysville. 

Also an avid polo player (he's a founder, president 
and all-around booster of the Maryland Polo Club), Dr. 
Peterson was raised in Howard County, where his fa¬ 
ther, the late Frederick C. Peterson, was involved in 
foxhunting and polo along with race horses. 
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Wildie Peterson is a daughter of the late Gary Black, 
longtime owner and publisher of the Sunpapers. She 
grew up in the Worthington Valley, learning to ride 
''before she could walk." She has foxhunted regularly 
with the Green Spring all her life. A graduate of Fox- 
croft School in Virginia (where she actively foxhunted 
and showed), she attended the University of Colorado 
for two years then worked briefly as an interior decora¬ 
tor before her marriage to Dr. Peterson. 

One of the great delights in Mrs. Peterson's life, for 
the past three years, has been competing on the na¬ 
tional horse show circuit with their daughter Gappy, a 
17-year-old junior at Oldfields School. "When Cappy 
started getting into it, I re-discovered how much fun it 
can be," she says. 

The "show division" at Solstice maintains a friendly 
rivalry with the "polo division." But the three Peter¬ 
sons work together on the race horses. (Dr. and Mrs. 
Peterson have one other child, a son Chris, 21, who is a 
junior at the University of Colorado and is not inter¬ 
ested in horses; he plans to make a career in advertis¬ 
ing.) 

"Our breeding program has always had financial 
limitations," relates Dr. Peterson. "The goal has been 
to build quality as inexpensively as we could." 


Five thousand dollars was their spending limit 
when the Petersons went looking for their first brood¬ 
mare in 1979. Fortunately, they looked in a good place. 
"Tve always been very impressed with Merryman 
breeding," explains Dr. Peterson. 

In his years of making veterinary calls at John and 
Kitty Merryman's Orebanks in Sparks (Md.), Dr. Pe¬ 
terson has seen a number of good winners, including 
multiple stakes winner Twixt, grow up and leave the 
farm. Much of the Merrymans' success, he was con¬ 
vinced, came from their knack for spotting the right 
bloodlines at the right price. 

"I talked to John, and he told me about a mare they 
had bred, but no longer owned," recalls Dr. Peterson. 
"He said she might be for sale." The purchase of the 
mare—whose name was Anchor and Hope—was not a 
pretentious affair. 

"She was out in somebody's backyard in Glen Burn- 
ie along with a broken boat," Mrs. Peterson remem¬ 
bers. "The people who owned her must have been 
afraid of her." 

Dr. and Mrs. Peterson didn't even have to spend 
their entire $5,000 to load the barren mare up in their 
van. And when her full sister. Push 'n Six, won the 
Lady Baltimore Handicap a few months later, they felt 
like they were really on their way. 
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Anchor and Hope was by the Merrymans' stallion 
Up All Hands out of a Noble Hero mare, Onega. The 
Petersons bred her to Rock Talk, and in 1981 she gave 
them their first foal—a colt (gelding) named Engadine, 
who finished second in the Bowie Juvenile Stakes and 
earned $97,523. Engadine raced for Mrs. Sally M. Gib¬ 
son, who purchased him privately from the Petersons, 
on the advice of trainer Dickie Small. 

Anchor and Hope had only one more foal—a Rock 
Talk filly who fractured her foot as a yearling and never 
raced—before dying of colic. 

But the Petersons went on to have similar good for¬ 
tune with other mares, most of whom have been 
owned in partnership with their friend Jay Griswold. 

In 1982 they purchased a mare in foal to Shelter Half 
for $16,200 from the Glade Valley Farms consignment 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky November sale. The fol¬ 
lowing spring that mare, Dacquare (by Ambehaving— 
Nell by “^Rico Monte) produced Another Shelter, who 
finished third in the 1986 Star de Naskra Stakes and 
has earned $47,594. 

Thanks to Another Shelter's relative precociousness 
as a 2-year-old—he won slightly more than $16,000 
that year—the Petersons received a bonus for having 
exhibited the leading juvenile earner in the 1984 Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association Yearling Show. 

Another Shelter made his mark while running for 
Fourbros Stable (a partnership of Bob and Tom Man- 
fuso and George and Jeff Huguely), under the care of 
trainer Toughie Hacker. 

Dacquare's 1985 foal, a Dancing Count gelding 
named Dacquare Dancer, was runner-up in the Crown 
Central Petroleum Handicap on Maryland Million Day 
last fall. Owned by Spendmore Stable and trained by 
the Merrymans' daughter Ann Heffner, Dacquare 
Dancer has amassed earnings of $53,030. 

Still a prized member of the Petersons' broodmare 
band, Dacquare has a Lord Gaylord yearling colt 
whom the Petersons are tempted to keep and race. 
"We breed to sell; we've only raced one, and that was a 
disaster," says Mrs. Peterson. "But this colt is enough 
to give us second thoughts." 

From the Bold Bidder mare Skyphos—a $42,000 in¬ 
vestment at the 1983 Maryland February sale—they 
bred What a Gaylord, winner of the 1987 Miss America 
Stakes at Atlantic City, and Rock Isle, who was second 
in the 1989 Star de Naskra Stakes at Laurel. 

Then came another Merryman-bred, who turned 
out to be their greatest success of all. "After Anchor 
and Hope died, we tried to get back into her family, and 
couldn't," relates Dr. Peterson. "1 was flipping through 
a Florida sales catalogue one day (in early 1987), and 
happened to see this mare. Luck Too. 

''She had been bred by the Merrymans—I remem¬ 
bered taking care of her as a foal—and claimed away 
from them. And now she was being sold in Florida, in 


foal to Darby Creek Road. I called Rick Abbott, and 
arranged for him to try to buy her for us. He ended up 
getting her for $17,000, after she went through the sale 
as an RNA." 

Luck Too (who is by What Luck out of the Count of 
Honor mare Counterflight, and is a half-sister to the 
dam of the Merrymans' good stakes winner Smart 'n 
Quick) had to endure some hardships on her trip back 
to Maryland. "She rode up in a huge van, on the worst 
day of the winter. There were blizzard conditions. The 
van arrived at rush hour, and stopped all the traffic on 
Falls Road to get her unloaded," recalls Mrs. Peterson. 
"It was an awful scene. Here she was in her Florida 
coat." 

Wildie remembers that Super Cholo was born soon 
after that—arriving obviously hale and hearty. "I was 
handling all the foalings myself in those days. We 
didn't think she was quite ready; so I was only waking 
up every two hours. I woke up and saw her foal, al¬ 
ready on the ground, up and trying to nurse. But the 
poor thing was struggling. Luck Too had a turn-out 
blanket on, with the straps crossed at the udder. He 
must have thought life is really tough." 

One of three foals born at Solstice in 1987, Super 
Cholo was sold as a yearling at the Fasig-Tipton Select 
Yearling sale at Timonium for $8,700. The buyer was 
Enrique Villa Garcia, a client of trainer Carlos Garcia. 
"And the rest has been in Carlos's hands," remarks Dr. 
Peterson. 

The colt, who won two stakes and earned $202,503 
last season (for more details see stakes write-up on 
p.48), is the second foal Luck Too has produced. Her 
first, a 1985 filly by Summing, is a winner of $11,088. 

Due this spring to Caveat, Luck Too has had one 
other foal for the Petersons: a 1988 filly by John Alden, 
who sold for $10,000 at last year's select yearling sale, 
and is currently being developed by Carlos Garcia for 
another client. 

Although they don't regret having sold Super 
Cholo, the Petersons are kicking themselves for miss¬ 
ing out on the MHBA Yearling Show bonus (which 
Super Cholo almost certainly would have won as the 
leading money earner in 1989). "We didn't make it to 
the yearling show that year. I played polo at Far Hills 
and Wildie and Cappy were in a horse show—we fig¬ 
ure it was a $13,000 polo match," remarks Dr. Peter¬ 
son. 

Fortunately, Luck Too is a young mare (just turned 

10 ). 

Luck Too and Dacquare (a foal of 1969) are the tried 
and proven members of the Petersons' small brood- 


Wildie and Fred Peterson, with Cody, are flanked 
by their son Chris, 21, and daughter Cappy, 17. 
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mare band. But they have two other mares who are just 
getting started. At the 1988 Keeneland November sale 
they paid $47,000—the most they have ever spent on a 
horse—for a mare named Anna Geranios (by Raja 
Baba—Glinka by Sir Ivor). A stakes-placed (2nd 1987 
Santa Lucia H) earner of $108,225, Anna Geranios is 
carrying a 1990 foal by Rollicking. 

The fourth—and newest—is Red's Irish, purchased 
at the 1989 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Winter Mixed sale 
for $7,500. By Irish Castle, Red's Irish is out of the Raise 
a Native mare Snow Lady, and is a half-sister to stakes 
winners King's Snow and Snow King. She was pur¬ 
chased in foal to ’^Hawaii. 

Together, their four broodmares represent an origi¬ 
nal investment of less than $90,000. The Petersons own

no stallion shares, and they are still committed to 
keeping their breeding operation on a small scale. 

They handled all of the care of their horses them¬ 
selves until two years ago, and are still involved with 
the day-to-day chores. 

Management practices at Solstice are based on the 
same things that Dr. Peterson advocates to his clients: 
"We don't overpopulate or overgraze the pastures—I 
believe that's very important," says Dr. Peterson. "We 
worm regularly. We're nutrition-oriented. Our horses 
probably eat less grain than most; we feed a well-bal¬ 
anced diet, using commercial feed, and the highest 
quality hay." 

Strong advocates of shed-raising, the Petersons 
make sure their young horses have company. "They 
always have another foal, and usually an older horse, 
in the field with them. Our weanlings and yearlings 
stay outside, but we play with them a lot—they're han¬ 
dled daily, and given a lot of love," says Mrs. Peterson.

Marylanders take 
timber horse title

M aryland-bred Call Louis was named the Nation¬ 
al Steeplechase and Hunt Association's timber horse of 
the year in 1989 after a flawless season in sanctioned 
competition consisting of six starts and six victories. 

Remarkably, it was his first year of racing over tim¬ 
ber. After an undistinguished career on the flat. Call 
Louis has soared to prominence under the handling of 
two young Marylanders: Sheila Williams, 27, and her 
friend, 26-year-old Jack Fisher, who rides and trains 
the 8-year-old gelding. 

By Ecole Etage out of the Icecapade mare Via Breeze, 
Call Louis (bred but no longer owned by Robert E. 
Meyerhoff) was struggling along in modest claiming 
company when Williams and Fisher first saw him at 
Delaware Park in the summer of 1987. 

"Louis was recommended to us by a man who had 
worked with him when the horse was at Bonita Farm as 
a 2-year-old," remembers Williams. "When we saw 
Louis at the track, he stood in the back of his stall and 
shivered. He looked miserable. Obviously, he didn't 
like what he was doing." 

The trainer who had him at the time told Williams 
she could have Call Louis for $2,500 if she waited until 
fall. Then the gelding surprised everyone, winning a 
$4,500 claimer at a mile and seven-eighths on the grass 
at Delaware Park, and the trainer backed off. 

"We offered $5,000 at that point," says Fisher, pick¬ 
ing up the story. "But he turned us down." 

So trainer Tom Voss, a neighbor, claimed Call Louis 
in his next start for $6,000, and brought him back to 
Maryland to learn to jump. 

"I liked him because he looked athletic," explains 
Fisher. "He's compact rather than rangy. I think horses

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with this general conformation are likely to be much 
more agile." 

"Louis was also sound, which is not easy to find, 
and he had the reputation for being able to run all day," 
adds Sheila. 

Williams and Fisher speak with confidence and au¬ 
thority beyond their youth. In both cases, their knowl¬ 
edge is the product of more than one lifetime with 
horses.

Sheila Williams was raised on her parents' (Mr. and 
Mrs. Rufus Williams) farm, between Butler and Glyn- 
don. Photographs confirm her winning a leadline class 
she can't even remember. At Garrison Forest School, 
she was head of the riding club, foxhunted with Green 
Spring Valley Hounds, and showed extensively. 

"I had a great time with a horse named Matinicus," 
Sheila comments enthusiastically. "Someone even of¬ 
fered me a blank check for him once." 

After graduating from the University of Vermont 
with a degree in political science, Williams gravitated 
toward racing. 

Her grandparents, the late Mr. and Mrs. Stuart S. 
Janney Jr., lived next door to the Williamses and obvi¬ 
ously made an impression. Sheila went to the races 
often, watching Janney homebreds the likes of Ruffian 
and, more recently. Private Terms, collect honors. Mr. 


Janney's peerless background as a horseman included 
three victories in the Maryland Hunt Cup (1942,'46 
and '47) aboard his own Winton. 

Jack Fisher hails from a similar background. He 
grew up in Unionville, the foxhunting and stee¬ 
plechasing center of Pennsylvania, although his par¬ 
ents, Dr. and Mrs. John R.S. Fisher, are Marylanders 
by birth. 

Fisher's father, who has a degree in veterinary med¬ 
icine, trains a stable of flat horses at Fair Hill. Also an 
accomplished amateur rider in his youth. Dr. Fisher 
won the Maryland Hunt Cup in 1969 and 1971 on 
Landing Party. Jack's mother, Dolly Fisher, is a niece of 
Hugh O'Donovan, a two-time runner-up in the Hunt 
Cup and owner of 1956 winner Lancrel. 

Following the family tradition. Jack belonged to the 
Cheshire Pony Club and foxhunted with Mr. Stewart's 
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Cheshire Foxhounds. As a child, he took up pony 
racing and was champion for several years with his 
small pony Little Pal. 

'Then I followed Ricky Hendriks (now a leading 
professional jump jockey) around, finishing second to 
his Thoroughbred (large pony). Twin Nora," Fisher 
adds with a laugh. 

In 1981, at age 17, Jack Fisher rode Juggernaut II to 
victory in both the Middleburg Hunt Cup and the Vir¬ 
ginia Gold Cup, becoming the youngest winning rider 
in the Gold Cup up to that time. (Juggernaut II, now 21, 
is in retirement at the Fishers' farm.) 

After attending Texas A&M, where he studied ani¬ 
mal science, Fisher continued his education in the 
school that has produced so many successful timber 
riders. 

"Three years ago 1 went to work for Mikey Smith- 
wick," says Jack. D.M. (Mikey) Smithwick of Hydes 
(Md.) is a member of racing's Hall of Fame as a stee¬ 
plechase trainer and holds the record for Maryland 
Hunt Cup victories (six) as a rider. 

"Mikey is an old master. It's a great place to learn 
because Mikey really likes to teach. You don't just ride; 
you do everything with the horses—including picking 
up rocks and sticks in the fields," Fisher remarks. 

The combined education, and talents, of Fisher and 
Williams were put to good use with Call Louis. The 
making of a jumper did not happen overnight. 

"I started schooling him over little stuff at a trot," 
says Sheila. "But I couldn't hold him. He was a bit 
scary. I often remembered that Grandaddy (Mr. Jan- 
ney) didn't like the Icecapade breeding because they 
were so bad-tempered. Call Louis surely had his mo¬ 
ments." 

Jack admits that he, too, had doubts because Call 
Louis was so rank. According to Fisher, Louis had the 
uncomfortable (for his jockey) habit of running at his 
fences, hurdling them instead of jumping. 

"He fell in his first start over brush at Foxfield that 
September (1987)," recalls Jack. "Then he pulled him¬ 
self together for thirds at Morven Park and Nashville. 
He was tough." 

Call Louis began 1988 with a bang, taking a maiden 
claimer at Middleburg (running for $8,000) on the 
same weekend that Stuart Janney's Private Terms won 
the Wood Memorial. In five more starts that spring and 
summer, however, the best the gelding could muster 
was a couple of additional thirds in claiming events for 
non-winners of two. 

"That's when we decided to switch him to timber," 
Fisher goes on. "He just wasn't going anywhere as a 
hurdle horse. He didn't have enough speed or finish¬ 
ing kick to win." 

Pulled out of racing after July, Call Louis spent the 
next several months cubhunting, then foxhunting reg¬ 


ularly, and schooling over bigger fences under the su¬ 
pervision of three-day event rider Grant Schneidman. 

"Louis loved hunting," says Williams. "He didn't 
pull on me at all. He really listened and paid attention 
to hounds. It was a wonderful experience for him." 

Despite all this work, the 1989 timber season started 
out inauspiciously. Call Louis slipped on the ice and 
went down in his first outing, at the Blue Ridge (Va.) 
point-to-point. Next, at Howard County (Md.), he 
jumped timidly and finished second to Monkton Sta¬ 
ble's Delusion in a field of four. 

"But we could tell he liked the timber," observes 
Sheila. "Hurdle racing was too fast for him. When he 
won his next race, at Vosses' (Elkridge-Harford point- 
to-point), he was very confident." 

Obviously, Call Louis had hit his stride. In sanc¬ 
tioned competition, he went on to win the Middleburg 
Hunt Cup by 45 lengths, the Virginia Gold Cup by 50, 
the Bowman Bowl at Fairfax by 30, the International 
Gold Cup, the New Jersey Hunt Cup and the timber 
finale in Columbus (Ga.)—all in a year when timber 
competitors reached an all-time high in both quantity 
and quality. Call Louis' 1989 record reads six starts, six 
victories, with earnings of $64,800. 

Not content to rest on Call Louis' laurels, Fisher and 
Williams have two promising 4-year-olds waiting in 
the wings. 

One of those is Push and Pull, an attractive gray 
gelding by Sham out of Louis' full sister Jump. The 
other. Shining Beacon, is an elegant dark brown geld¬ 
ing by Majestic Light out of Trouver, by Buckfinder. 

All three horses have connections to Sheila's grand¬ 
parents' breeding. Call Louis and Jump's maternal 
grandsire Icecapade was bred and raced by the Jan- 
neys' Locust Hill Farm, as was Buckfinder. Both prom¬ 
inent race horses and sires, Buckfinder and Icecapade 
were produced by the Janney broodmare Shen¬ 
anigans, who was also the dam of Ruffian. 

"That wasn't the reason we selected Louis," insists 
Sheila. "It just worked out that way." 

More appealing, from Williams' point of view, was 
the fact that Call Louis' dam Via Breeze tends to pro¬ 
duce horses who are noted for their stamina. Call 
Louis' full sister Flow and Flux earned fame several 
years ago as the workmate of Meyerhoff's homebred 
millionaire Broad Brush. ("She only has one lick," com¬ 
mented trainer Dickie Small, who used to send the two 
out to gallop in company, mile after mile. "But she can 
keep it up all day.") 

Ecole Etage, a grandson of Sheila's great-grand¬ 
mother Mrs. H.C. Phipps' influential stallion Bold Rul¬ 
er, was essentially a private stallion at Meyerhoff's 
Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix (Md.) until early 1987, when 
he was sold to Dennis Mills, who stands the graded 
stakes winner at his farm near York, Pa. 
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"Now we hope to get some flat horses, too," says 
Williams. "I have two yearlings: a filly by Smarten— 
Pretty Penny, and a colt by Assault Landing—Aunt 
Sheila." 

Aunt Sheila is the dam of 1989 Maryland Hunt Cup 
winner Uncle Merlin, who is now in England prepar¬ 
ing for the Aintree Grand National. Williams leased 
Aunt Sheila from Vivian Rail, of Monkton, for the 1988 
breeding season. Pretty Penny, a Janney-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Buckfinder, is owned by Williams, and is back in 
foal to Oh Say. 

As for Call Louis, "This spring, we'll probably do 
the same as last year, with the Virginia Gold Cup as our 
goal," explains Fisher. "However, I may substitute My 
Lady's Manor for Middleburg because I don't like the 
rails on the fences down there. Louis came back with 
terrible timber shins from that race.

"While his jumping has improved a lot and he's 
much more ratable," Fisher adds, "I'm still not con¬ 
vinced that he can do the big fences like the Maryland 
Hunt Cup." 

Another possibility could be a match race with 1988 
timber horse of the year Von Csadek. 

"It would be great for the sport," observes Fisher. 

Williams admits to some reluctance: "I don't like 
tempting fate. The two will meet naturally one time or 
another. 1 think Td prefer that." □

His stud 
fee remains at $3,500 live foal. 

McGinneses selling out 

Charles and Cynthia McGinnes 
are planning a complete dispersal 
of their Thoroughbred holdings, as 
a result of the sale of their 285-acre 
Thornmar farm in Chestertown. 


German investors have bought 
the property, according to Charles 
McGinnes. Settlement is scheduled 
this spring, with possession due to 
take place in October. 

The new owners are believed not 
to be planning to operate Thornmar 
as a horse farm. It appears likely 
that they will subdivide the proper¬ 
ty—although not in the immediate 
future. "In all probability, the 
buyers will offer to lease Thornmar 
until they decide how to make use 
of the real estate. I am fairly certain 
that Cynthia and I will not lease it 
from them, but anything is possi¬ 
ble," said McGinnes. 

"What we would like to do is take 
a year off and do nothing. During 
that time, we would be racing fans 
instead of racing participants. 
We're young enough to get back in 
the game at a later date." (Charles 
McGinnes is 47; Cynthia, 43.) 

Mrs. McGinnes and her family 
purchased the farm land in 1971 
and named the place Thornmar, 
which is an acronym based on her 
parents' names—Thor and Martha. 

Thornmar quickly grew to be¬ 
come one of the most active breed¬ 
ing farms in the state. The McGin¬ 
neses have been involved in all 
phases of the industry, breeding 
and racing, buying and selling on 
their own account and for other 
people, as well as standing com¬ 
mercial stallions. Thornmar is the 
home of Horatius, sire of 1989 
Maryland-bred horse of the year 
Safely Kept. 

Horatius, who is owned by a 
syndicate in which the McGinneses 
hold three shares, will remain at 
Thornmar in 1990 (his stud fee is 
$2,500 live foal). Most likely he will

be relocated for the following sea¬ 
son. Thornmar will also retain four 
other stallions—Bear Hunt, Impet¬ 
uosity, North Tower and Rio Car- 
melo (Fr)—for this breeding sea¬ 
son. 

Dispersal of horses owned by 
the McGinneses is being done in 
two stages: 34 broodmares were 
sold at the Equivest auction at 
Timonium on January 14; yearlings 
will be offered at Equivest's Sep¬ 
tember sale at Timonium. 

Championship performance 

Former Marylander Tony Font 
won the Michelob-AGA Champi¬ 
onship in Tampa, Fla., on Decem¬ 
ber 1 aboard Lego, owned by Pres¬ 
tige Properties of Texas. Tony was 
the last of 25 of the nation's best rid¬ 
ers to qualify for this year-end com¬ 
petition, and was notified of his eli¬ 
gibility only a few days before the 
event.

Special made Grade 1 

The Pimlico Special, due to have 
its third modern-day running on 
May 12, was recently given Grade 1 
status by the North American 
Graded Stakes Committee. An¬ 
nouncement of the Special's grad¬ 
ing came soon after Pimlico dis¬ 
closed plans to raise the purse for 
the race to $1 million in 1990. 

The Special, which was revived 
in 1988 after having been discon¬ 
tinued for some 30 years, is now the 


richest race in Maryland. It was val¬ 
ued at $600,000 in 1988 and 
$700,000 last year. The Budweiser 
International-Gl, with a guaran¬ 
teed purse of $750,000, had been 
Maryland's most lucrative event for 
Thoroughbreds. 

Run at the Preakness distance of 
a mile and three-sixteenths, the 
Special has attracted the top older 
horses in the country for the past 
two years. 

"The revival of the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial was one of my father's proudest 
legacies," said Joe De Francis, son 


and successor of the late Laurel/ 
Pimlico president Frank De Francis. 

Three races in Maryland now car¬ 
ry Grade 1 status—the Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial, Preakness and Budweiser Inter¬ 
national. The Laurel Futurity and 
Selima Stakes, both former Grade 1 
races that were downgraded to 
Grade 2 in 1989, have been further 
downgraded to Grade 3. 

But two relatively new races, 
which are also part of Laurel's an¬ 
nual Turf Festival, have gained rec¬ 
ognition. The All Along Stakes will 
become a Grade 2 event; the Laurel 
Dash, Grade 3.

Around the Farms 


Capuano 

The Capuano family—parents 
Phil and Connie and sons Dale and 
Gary—continues to enjoy amazing 
success. 

Their homebred Silano is com¬ 
ing off his best season ever, having 
won or placed in eight 1989 stakes. 
His earnings are quickly closing in 
on the half-million dollar mark. 
Trained by Dale Capuano, Silano, a 
6-year-old son of Silver Badge, has 
ranked as one of this area's top 
sprinters for the past several years. 

Silano's half-brother Brilano (by 
Brilliant Protege) placed in three 
stakes last year and earned $71,107 
under Gary Capuano's tutelage. 

Both runners are out of the mare 
Yemen's Mite, whom Phil Capuano 
purchased (in partnership) as a 
yearling back in 1966 for $800.

The parents have only one 
broodmare, Yemen's Mite's 5-year- 
old daughter Superior Blend (by 
Cold Reception). Currently 
boarded at Zannetta Farm in 
Elkton, Superior Blend is due to 
foal in early February to Silver 
Badge. 

They have four horses in train¬ 
ing, two with each son. Dale's other 


charge, in addition to Silano, is Ye¬ 
men's Last, an unraced 3-year-old 
full sister to Brilano. Gary's stable 
includes Gretchen's Lou, who fin¬ 
ished fourth in the Devil's Bag 
Stakes at Laurel last fall. 

The six-acre Capuano farm in 
Upper Marlboro can comfortably 
accommodate three horses, accord¬ 
ing to Phil Capuano.

Tax outlook 

Congress finished the 1989 ses¬ 
sion just before Thanksgiving with¬ 
out making any changes to the Tax 
Code which will impact the horse 
business. Although there was a lot 
of activity relating to a cut in capital 
gains rates. Congress adjourned 
without passing the provision. But 
proponents promised to bring up 
the issue next year and there is a 
good chance that a cut in capital 
gains rates will pass next year. 

Even though Congress raised 
over $5 billion in additional taxes to 
meet the fiscal 1990 budget deficit 
target, the revenues came from a 
variety of changes relating to cor-

porate takeovers, employee stock 
ownership plans, completed con¬ 
tract accounting, accelerated pay¬ 
ment of payroll taxes by large cor¬ 
porations, excise taxes and other 
miscellaneous provisions. 

Next year, the tax picture looks 
much gloomier. The budget deficit 
target for fiscal 1991 calls for a bud¬ 
get deficit of no more than $64 bil¬ 
lion. This means Congress has to 
come up with about $40 billion 
from spending cuts or tax in¬ 
creases, or both, if they are to meet

Fendall Qagett, advocate 
for the horseman, dies at 69 

By Snowden Carter 


Fendall M. Clagett, the bane of race track manage¬ 
ment during his heyday as president of the local divi¬ 
sion of the HBPA, died on December 23 in Anne Arun¬ 
del General Hospital in Annapolis of congestive heart 
failure. Mr. Clagett, who had been in poor health for 
several months, was 69. 

Although he had owned and bred horses for 40 
years at his Larking Hill Farm in Harwood, Mr. Clagett 
is best remembered as the man who battled tirelessly 
for racing's backstretch employees—trainers, grooms 
and hotwalkers. 

He was elected to the Maryland-Delaware-Charles 
Town division of the HBPA's board of directors in 1963 
and became its vice-president two years later. In 1968 
he was elected president, a position he retained until 
1984 —except for one two-year term when he an¬ 
nounced his retirement, prematurely. 

In 1985 he was a candidate for the HBPA's national 
presidency but lost by one vote in a bitterly fought 
election. Following that defeat, he joined others in the 
creation of the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen's 
Association which went on to replace the HBPA in 
Maryland. 

Born in Upper Marlboro at Weston on property 
which has been in the Clagett family for ten genera¬ 
tions (and is now occupied by Fendall's brother, Hal), 
Fendall received the classical Maryland education, 
graduating from Gilman School in 1937 and Princeton 
University in 1941. 

During World War II he served as a PT boat com¬ 
mander in the south Pacific and is credited with the 
sinking of two Japanese submarines. Among his war¬ 
time decorations are the Silver Star and Bronze Star. 

After the war Fendall entered law school at Harvard 
but left after one year to marry Christine (Tiny) Mar¬ 
burg van Starkenborgh. Upon his father's death in 1948 
he took over the family food brokerage business which 
he ran until his retirement in 1976. 

Clagett's entry into the Thoroughbred business oc¬ 
curred in 1950 when he and his brother Hal purchased 
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some broodmares at a dispersal sale conducted by 
David Rust. A few years later the brothers (with Tyson 
Gilpin as a partner) bought and imported *Beechpark 
from Ireland. A foal of 1949, the ’^Nasrullah-sired stal¬ 
lion was the first of many horses to stand at Fendall's 
historic Larking Hill (an 18th century inn at which 
George Washington is believed to have lodged and 
which was also the seat of the first Maryland legisla¬ 
ture). 

From Larking Hill came such good race horses as At 
Arms Length, King of Fools, Run Fool Run, Foolish 
Spoon and Foolette. Bold Ambition, after being pur¬ 
chased by a syndicate for stud duty, raced briefly in 
Fendall's colors before going to the Larking Hill stallion 
barn. 

Boyd Ingram served as the Larking Hill farm man¬ 
ager during most of Fendall's years as a breeder. Upon 
Ingram's retirement in the early 1980s, Fendall's 
daughter, Christine, took over the reins. 

Eddie Gaudet was probably Clagett's most success¬ 
ful race track trainer, although that relationship had its 
ups and downs with firings and rehirings occurring 
several times. 

But the pleasure Fendall got from seeing his own 
horses perform was overshadowed by his eagerly 
sought confrontations with race track management. 
His arguments with Pimlico's Ben Cohen were partic¬ 
ularly notable, both men being known to shout and 
rave over minor differences. When arguing a major 
point, Fendall's red hair would bristle, his complexion 
darken and his words flood forth in almost endless 
fashion. 

Such was the case when Bob Banning conducted his 
first meeting as chairman of the Maryland Racing 
Commission following his surprise appointment by 
Governor Marvin Mandel in 1977. 

Perhaps making a conscious effort to stake out 
horsemen's territory and to make the new chairman 
aware of his skill as an orator, Fendall refused to stop 
talking even when repeatedly ordered to do so by Ban¬ 
ning.

Finally, in despair. Banning halted the meeting and 
demanded that Clagett leave the room. Fendall later 
became a good friend of Banning's. 

Wayne Wright, now employed by the MTHA but 
formerly the HBPA's top employee in Maryland, notes 
that his nine years of Fendall's presidency were marked 
by Fendall's selfless devotion to the cause of the little 
horseman. 

"Some poor down and out guy could call Fendall at 
home on Christmas eve," says Wright, "and Fendall 
would not only talk to him, but he'd stop decorating 
the Christmas tree to do it. And he'd keep talking until 
the man who called him didn't have anything more to 
say. 

"Fendall was on the telephone from 7 in the morn¬ 
ing until midnight listening to problems and arguing 
with race track management. He never got a nickel out 
of it. In fact, it cost him money. He never once turned in 
an expense account. On trips out of town for national 
board meetings, we'd give him an airplane ticket and a 
hotel room. The rest was all out of his own pocket. 

"He was forgetful though and inconsistent. Not al¬ 
ways the easiest guy to work for. If he had a meeting 
that involved the HBPA, I'd call him at 6:30 in the 
morning to remind him. Otherwise, he might or might 
not show up." 


Touching on Fendall's inconsistencies, Wright noted 
that Clagett would occasionally give way to another 
person's opinion in the discussion of a weighty race 
track problem and then the very next day appear be¬ 
fore a legislative committee with a strong presentation 
of his original views. 

"Sometimes," said Wayne, "he was maddening." 

At the memorial services held for Fendall last 
month, his brother Hal gave the eulogy. 

The services were held in Marlboro's Trinity Episco¬ 
pal Church located two miles from Fendall's birth¬ 
place. The church was jammed with mourners who 
overflowed into the balcony. 

With the Reverend Edward Raffetto presiding as 
rector, the services were remarkable in that they were 
held in the same church in which Fendall's direct male 
line ancestor the Rt. Reverend Thomas Claggett, first 
Episcopal Bishop consecrated in America, had served 
as rector from 1810 to 1816. And the silver used in the 
Communion service was that which had been pre¬ 
sented to Trinity by Bishop Claggett. 

Fendall's ashes will be buried in the family grave¬ 
yard at Weston on his birthday, April 14, at his request. 
In addition to his daughter Christine and brother Hal, 
he is survived by a son,Tjarda van S. Clagett; another 
daughter, Fendine C. Wood; and two sisters, Silvine 
Caldwell and Lucy Bonniwell, plus four grand¬ 
children. □

Former Pimlico owner Ben Cohen is still active in the 
racing game. He has eight horses in training with Sonny 
Hine, plus four 2-year-olds who will come to the races this 
year. 

But he is no longer breeding on a major scale. "'Fve 
got three broodmares left, and Pm not too crazy about 
that," says Cohen, who is approaching his 90th birthday. 
His mares are boarded at Merryland Farm in Hydes 
(Md.). 

Cohen no longer owns Alto Pride, dam of Ruffian 
Stakes winner Big Pride. He donated her to the University 
of Maryland in 1988. But he can be proud of the filly's 
career all the same. Big Pride was sold, along with a 
number of Cohen's other horses, at the 1988 Fasig-Tipton 
Kentucky October sale. Hine bought her on a $6,500 bid. 

Lightly raced as a 2-year-old last season, Big Pride 
finished third in her debut, a three-furlong maiden spe¬ 
cial at Hialeah in April. She had a sharp victory in a maid¬ 
en special at Monmouth in June, then waited until No¬ 
vember to make her next appearance, in Hialeah's Ruffian 
Stakes, which she captured by four lengths. 

Alto Pride (by Alto Ribot) is a half-sister to the 
outstanding Maryland-bred race mare Kattegat's Pride 
(by North Sea). Champion Maryland-bred 3-year-old filly 
in 1982, and champion older filly or mare in 1983 and '84, 
Kattegat's Pride won ten stakes, placed in eight others, 
and earned $511,812. 

Both Alto Pride (a winner of $26,060) and Kattegat's 
Pride are daughters of the First Landing mare Pilgrim's 
Pride. Mr. and Mrs. Cohen bred Pilgrim's Pride and got 
several foals from her, including Alto Pride, before selling 
her (barren) at the 1978 Maryland Winter Mixed sale, for 
$5,400, to Steven and Sue Quick. The following spring the 
Quicks bred her to North Sea, and got Kattegat's Pride.

Ten Keys gave the most impressive performance of 
his career in the Bay Meadows Handicap-G2. 

Dispatched at odds of 8-1 in a field of ten turf special¬ 
ists, all of whom had either won or placed in graded 
stakes, the Maryland-bred son of Sir Ivor Again scored by 
a commanding three-length margin. Flis time of 1:4675 
was just three-fifths of a second off the Bay Meadows 
course record. 

Ridden by Kent Desormeaux, who flew out to Cali¬ 
fornia especially for the race. Ten Keys was second high- 
weighted at 118 pounds. 


The Bay Meadows Handicap, which had its 57th run¬ 
ning last year, is the oldest continuously run handicap on 
the West Coast. 

Originally, trainer Mike Pino had planned to run Ten 
Keys in the Hollywood Turf Cup-Gl, but the horse suf¬ 
fered a mild case of colic, which delayed his trip to Califor¬ 
nia. Victory in the Grade 2 race at Bay Meadows sealed 
Ten Keys' bid to be named Maryland-bred turf horse of 
the year, and boosted his lifetime earnings by $137,500. 



second (to the good colt Robyn Dancer) in Pimlico's Jet 
Pilot Stakes (on September 16). 

A third-place finish behind Go and Go (Ire) and 
Robyn Dancer in the Laurel Futurity-G2 earned him 
graded stakes-placed status. 

With his success in the Devil's Bag Stakes (on Novem¬ 
ber 19), the Carlos Garcia-trained colt became the ranking 
Maryland-bred in his division. And he clinched the year- 
end title with his one and one-quarter length triumph in 
the Maryland Juvenile Championship on December 9. 

Favorite in the Juvenile Championship was Soul 
Train, a colt by Track Barron out of the late Dr. Edgar 
Berman's good race mare Phoebe's Phancy. Owned by 
Joseph Allen and trained by D. Wayne Lukas, Soul Train 
was shipped in for the race, and posted at 9-5 odds. After 
setting the pace for the first three-quarters, he gave way to 
finish sixth. 

The Lord Gaylord colt Worthington Winner rallied to 
be second behind Super Cholo. Another five lengths back 
came Mrs. James A. Bayard's Eagle Mill. The remaining 
order of finish consisted of Temper Time, A Top Brandy, 
Soul Train, Alden's Warrior and Parmitzvah. 

This year's Maryland Juvenile Championship, up¬ 
graded to $150,000-guaranteed (with a winner's purse of 
$90,000), attracted one of the strongest fields in recent 
memory. Five of the eight starters had won or placed in 
stakes. And Soul Train was coming off of an impressive 
allowance victory at Aqueduct. 

Super Cholo is owned by Enrique Villa Garcia, who 
works with the Peruvian embassy in Washington, and is 
no relation to trainer Carlos Garcia. 


Carlos Garcia purchased the colt on the owner's be¬ 
half at the 1988 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Yearling sale for 
$8,700. Cholo is the Peruvian equivalent of the word Yan¬ 
kee, according to Carlos Garcia. Super Cholo means Sup¬ 
er Peruvian. But the colt's family is all-Maryland (an arti¬ 
cle on Super Cholo's breeders, Fred and Wildie Peterson, 
appears on p. 20).

Under Oath and Misty Ivor carried on a spirited rival¬ 
ry throughout the final months of their 3-year-old cam¬ 
paigns last season. So the All Brandy Handicap, in which 
they were co-weighted at 115 pounds, figured to be one of 
the best Maryland-bred races of the year. 

Fans were not disappointed. Under Oath made a 
game bid and crossed the wire a length in front of Misty 
Ivor. But it was much more than a two-horse contest. The 
older mare Smart 'n Quick, accorded deference as the 116 
pound highweight, overpowered them both, taking com¬ 
mand in the stretch and holding off Under Oath by a 
length. 

It was the first stakes victory of the year for Smart 'n 
Quick, who has been one of Maryland's most competitive 
distaff runners over the past four seasons. 

Smart 'n Quick broke as second favorite in the All 
Brandy, at 9-5 odds. Under Oath was favored at 7-5 and 
Misty Ivor was 2-1. An eight and one-half length distance 
came between those three and also-rans Ice Tech, Darlin 
Lindy and Double Bunctious. 

Smart 'n Quick, whose dam Lady Lyndy is a half- 
sister to the dam of Maryland-bred juvenile star Super 
Cholo, races for her breeders John and Kitty Merryman of 
Sparks (Md.). She has been trained throughout her career 
by the Merrymans' daughter Katy Voss. 

Back in the 1970s, the Merrymans and Voss gained 
widespread acclaim with the filly Twixt, who won more 
stakes (18) on the flat than any other Maryland-bred up to

Nobody knows theliddb^ter. 
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Under Oath testifies 
to Campitelli's skill

For the longest time, Frannie Campitelli was a self- 
described "loose horse." 

He traveled the country as a hard-core back- 
stretcher—he worked hard, and played hard. Florida, 
California, Louisiana were on his circuit, along with 
his home state of Maryland. He enjoyed the freedom 
that goes with being unattached and uncommitted. 

Campitelli had grown to love horses, and he loved 
the sport of horse racing. He took out his trainer's li¬ 
cense in 1972, but his wayfaring ways kept him from 
getting anything going. He couldn't find any owners 
with any means, and he didn't particularly care. But, 
like an aging minor league ballplayer, he gradually re¬ 
alized he'd better find something, or he'd never make 
the bigs. 

Now, after a little luck, a critical reacquaintance with 
a schoolmate, six years of marriage and a young son, 
Francis P. Campitelli's name can regularly be found on 
the list of Maryland's leading trainers. 

Frannie, as most people call him, is quickly ap¬ 
proaching the mid-life stage. But there's no crisis here. 
At 46, he has replaced the carefree spirit with a com¬ 
mitment to career and responsibility. He's training a 
barnful of horses, all of whom have to be fed and exer¬ 
cised and looked after closely. And Frannie likes it that 
way. He closed one door and opened another. 

His rise to the top echelon in the Maryland stand¬ 
ings—Campitelli runners won 72 races in Maryland in 
1989, making him the fourth-ranked trainer at Laurel 
and Pimlico—started in the spring of 1988. An old col¬ 
lege acquaintance, Jim Stoner, approached him at Lau¬ 
rel one day. They struck up a conversation, reached an 
agreement. Deep pockets opened and Campitelli, at 
long last, had an opportunity to prove himself as a 
trainer. Today, the bulk of Campitelli's stable is made 
up of horses who race in the name of Jim's wife, 
Yvonne Stoner. 

''There're a lot of trainers who couldn't prove them¬ 
selves if given this kind of chance," he said. "But 
there're a lot who could. I got lucky." 


Since Campitelli and the Stoners became a team, 
they have campaigned three stakes winners (five 
stakes wins) from a constantly-shifting stable of about 
20 horses, virtually all acquired through the claim box. 
Campitelli maintains a total of about 30 horses, for five 
or six separate owners, at Pimlico. 

The Stoners' runners include Under Oath, a daugh¬ 
ter of Deputed Testamony. The 4-year-old filly won 
eight races, two stakes and $239,200 last year and was 
voted runner-up to Maryland-bred horse of the year 
Safely Kept in their division. 

Campitelli claimed Under Oath for $20,000 in June. 
The filly immediately went on a tear, winning five con¬ 
secutive races. In November she won the Grade 3 Hon¬ 
ey Bee Handicap at Meadowlands, giving her sire his 
first graded stakes winner. 

"We were looking for a 3-year-old to claim at the 
time," Campitelli said of Under Oath, who was almost 
certainly the most outstanding claim in Maryland last 
year. "She ran poorly as a 2-year-old, then came right 
back to win at 3; I was really impressed with her next 
start after she won off the layoff. 

"She's nothing spectacular in the morning and 
nothing pretty to look at," he added. "But she's just so 
determined. She never gives up. The first three races 
we had her, she had no business winning, but she 
overcame the trouble she got into. She's something." 

Under Oath has not finished worse than second in 
ten starts under Campitelli's handling, and she has 
moved up to tougher competition with almost every 
try. 

Campitelli also trained the Stoners' other 1989 
stakes winner, Eesee's Taw, who appeared on the verge 
of becoming one of the top distaffers on the circuit 
before she was sidelined with leg problems in January. 
Other horses who distinguished themselves during 
1989 included Rare Whiskey, Arctic Reality and the 
filly Laroll, who died last fall after suffering a heart 
attack on the race track during training hours. 
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Campitelli grew up near Pimlico—about a 15 min¬ 
ute drive from the townhouse in Reisterstown where 
he lives now with his wife Jessie, and their 5-year-old 
son Christopher. 

As a teenager, Frannie got to know trainer Joe Tu- 
minelli and his father Judy, who was also training 
horses in those days. Campitelli studied business at 
the University of Maryland for three years (it was there 
that he met Jim Stoner), but dropped out before gradu¬ 
ating. Bitten by the track bug, he bought a horse to 
train, which, he said, was "a disaster." 

He went into the Army in 1965, just missing a stint 
in Vietnam. "I was one of the last guys who kept from 
going there," he said. After serving two years in Eu¬ 
rope, he headed right back to the race track. A job with 
Judy Tuminelli gave him some learning experience for 
a few years, and he also dabbled with one or two 
horses of his own on the side. Then, for ten years or so, 
he roamed the country. 

It's been a long road for Campitelli. He credits Jessie, 
who gallops horses and "helps keep things going," 
along with stable hands Dickie Davidson and Len Cut- 
tino as the "backbone of the operation." An experi¬ 
enced horsewoman, Jessie (whose maiden name was 
Beattie) grew up in Antito, Wise., about 70 miles from 


Since joining up with former classmate Jim Stoner 
and his wife Yvonne two years ago, Frannie Campitelli 
has become one of Maryland's top-ranked trainers. 

Green Bay. Her three brothers and one sister have all 
been involved with horses, and she "migrated" East in 
the 1970s with her brother Todd, who trains a medi¬ 
um-sized stable at Penn National. Jessie worked for 
trainers John Lenzini and Bud Delp (including a stint 
as Spectacular Bid's pony girl) before casting her for¬ 
tunes with Frannie. 

Campitelli, who had a short and mildly successful 
period as trainer for the Obrecht family's Spendmore 
Stable before he met up with Stoner, is somewhat in 
awe of his main client. "A lot of our success is due to 
him," he said. "Jim Stoner puts a lot of work into it. He 
has his own handicapping system and does quite a bit 
of research. I tell you, he's a really smart guy. 

"He doesn't get rattled. We can claim a horse and 
give it away the next day, which I'm sure happens with 
anybody who claims a lot of horses. He handles it all as 
just part of the game. The good with the bad." 

Not so long ago, people would tell Campitelli: "Td 
give you a horse, but we never know if you're going to 
be around." They don't have that concern any more. □ 
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The Mid-Atlantic Report 


If it's a profitable racing climate 
we're looking for—and who isn't— 
we in the Mid-Atlantic region need 
not go very far from home. Within 
our area in 1989 there were some 
10,000 races to choose from, spread 
over more than 1,000 racing dates. 

New York, California and Flori¬ 
da, the "big" states, may boast 
more money per race, but you've 
got to get your horse into those 
races. In December, for example, 
only two tracks (Bay Meadows near 
San Francisco and Hollywood Park 


at the southern end, not exactly a 
quick commute) were running in 
California. One (Aqueduct) was ac¬ 
tive in New York, and three (Cal- 
der, Tampa Bay Downs and Hia¬ 
leah, sort of) in Florida. 

In the Mid-Atlantic at the same 
time, we had five tracks in opera¬ 
tion (Laurel, Meadowlands, Penn 
National, Philadelphia Park and 
Charles Town) all within several 
hours' van ride. Not only were 
there more opportunities to start. 


but a wide variety of races with av¬ 
erage purses pushing $20,000. 

Leading Charles Town trainer 
Jeff Runco is one who takes advan¬ 
tage of this situation, regularly 
shuttling his runners to Laurel dur¬ 
ing the day and running others at 
Charles Town at night. Another is 
champion jockey Kent Desor- 
meaux, who chalked up record 
winners with some marathon day/ 
night riding commitments over 
several of our states. Chesapeake 
City trainer Lee Vosters keeps 


Ryehill-breds lead regional sires list 


A remarkable pattern emerges from the sta¬ 
tistics on leading sires in the Mid-Atlantic region 
in 1989. (See page 66.) 

Three of the top four stallions on the list— 
Smarten, Quadratic and Caveat—were bred and 
raced by Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm in Mt. Airy 
(Md.). The region's two leaders. Smarten, who 
stands at the Northview Stallion Station in Ches¬ 
apeake City (Md.), and Quadratic, who stands at 
Mr. and Mrs. Mark Hardin's Rockburn Farm in 
Marshall (Va.), are half-brothers, both being out 
of the Ryehill foundation mare Smartaire. 

Smarten, 14 years old and long one of Mary¬ 
land's leading sires, has 20 stakes winners to his 
credit, including 1989 Ladies Handicap-Gl win¬ 
ner Dance Teacher. The son of Cyane stands for 
$12,500 live foal. 

Quadratic, 15, has had a similarly strong im¬ 
pact in Virginia, where he ranked as the top stal¬ 
lion in 1989. His best runner last year was Speed- 
ratic, who won the Grade 3 Affirmed Handicap 
and placed second in the San Fernando Hand¬ 
icap-Gl, earning $329,720. Quadratic (by Quad¬ 
rangle) has a $5,000 live foal fee. 

Smartaire (by *Quibu—Art Teacher by Olym¬ 
pia) was purchased by Ryan at Keeneland in the 


fall of 1972 for a modest $36,000. Ten years old and a 
"proven failure" as a broodmare when she arrived 
at Ryehill, she created a legacy that is still going 
strong on many fronts. 

In quick succession she gave Ryehill multiple 
stakes winners Quadratic ($233,941), Smarten 
($716,426), Smart Angle (1979 champion 2-year-old 
filly, $414,217) and Smart Heiress ($154,999). 

Smart Angle (by Quadrangle)—a full sister to 
Quadratic—is the dam of last year's Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old colt Houston. 

Smart Heiress (by ’‘^Vaguely Noble) produced 
Maryland-bred millionaire Homebuilder. 

Fourth on the list of leading Mid-Atlantic sires is 
the up and coming young stallion Caveat. 

Caveat, who won the 1983 Belmont Stakes-Gl, as 
well as other stakes, and earned $542,190 for Ryan 
and his partners Bob Kirkham and August Belmont, 
also stands at stud at Northview. By Cannonade— 
Cold Hearted by The Axe II, Caveat (who stands for 
$7,500 live foal) has been represented by eight stakes 
winners, including Cefis, a graded stakes winner of 
$684,991, in his first three crops. 

Ryan, who has cut back drastically on his breed¬ 
ing operation in the last two years, retains an inter¬ 
est in all three stallions. □

horses both at Delaware Park and 
Philadelphia Park, and just as con¬ 
veniently runs additional entries 
right off the farm, depending on 
what she feels the individual ani¬ 
mal or situation demands. 

This year, the successful Breed¬ 
ers' Cup program has increased its 
special and premium stakes alloca¬ 
tions to a total of $6,440,000 for 25 
states and four Canadian pro¬ 
vinces. 

If you are racing and breeding in 
our region you have a shot at ap¬ 
proximately one-sixth of that total 
prize package—over one million 
dollars—without leaving town 
overnight. As Virginia racing 
comes to fruition, prospects will be 
even more bountiful. 


In the truest form of flattery, the 
Maryland Million and the West Vir¬ 
ginia Breeders Classic (the first 
state program modeled on Mary¬ 
land's innovation) are being imi¬ 
tated in California. That state has 
inaugurated the California Cup, a 
series of seven stakes races with 
purses totaling $1 million in added 
money, and two other races, all re¬ 
stricted to California-breds. 

We've got a good thing going. 

Delaware 

Bayard Sharp's multiple stakes 
winner (Cherry Hill Mile, Goss L. 
Stryker Stakes, etc.) Harriman, a son 
of Lord Gaylord, is entering stud at 
Corbett Farm in Monkton, Md. 


"Mr. Sharp wanted to stand Har¬ 
riman locally because the horse had 
his greatest successes here," ex¬ 
plains Bill Gottwalls, Sharp's office 
manager. "Plus, Harriman's sire. 
Lord Gaylord, has done so well at 
Worthington Farms (in Glyndon, 
Md.) that Mr. Sharp feels that the 
horse will be very popular in this 
section of the country." 

According at Gottwalls, Harri¬ 
man's stud fee is being set pur¬ 
posely at a low figure, $1,500 live 
foal, for the first year to attract 
mares and start the freshman stal¬ 
lion off well. 

Sharp, who lives in Greenville 
(Del.), is known for his support of 
regional racing and breeding. He 


Three Eclipse awards to area horses 


To the surprise of almost no one, Maryland- 
bred Safely Kept was voted the nation's 
outstanding sprinter of 1989. 

The first filly to earn an Eclipse award in that 
category since Gold Beauty in 1982, Safely Kept 
was one of three 1989 champions bred in the Mid- 
Atlantic region. 

Pennsylvania-bred Go for Wand was the coun¬ 
try's top 2-year-old filly. And Open Mind, bred in 
Colt's Neck, New Jersey by Robert Brennan's Due 
Process Stable, captured the 3-year-old title, 
leading her division for the second year in a row. 

Remarkably, both Go for Wand and Open 
Mind are daughters of the Vice Regent stallion 
Deputy Minister, who stood at Windfields Farm 
in Chesapeake City (Md.) at the time of their con¬ 
ceptions. Deputy Minister was moved to Ken¬ 
tucky when Windfields ceased its Maryland op¬ 
eration in 1988. 


Also a product of the Mid-Atlantic region was 
Eclipse award-winning apprentice jockey Mike 
Luzzi. A native of Wilmington (Del.), Luzzi, who is 
a grandson of trainer Virgil (Buddy) Raines, has 
made his career in Maryland since getting his early 
education with Bowie-based trainer Eddie Gaudet. 

Winners of both the Preakness and Pimlico Spe¬ 
cial went on to win year-end honors. Sunday Silence 
(a virtual certainty to become horse of the year 
when voting was announced in late January) was 
named champion 3-year-old colt. Blushing John, 
who rose to prominence with his victory in the 
Pimlico Special, was top male handicap horse. 

Perennial leading steeplechase trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard, whose operation is based in Pennsylva¬ 
nia, campaigned the 1989 champion jumper. High¬ 
land Bud. o 
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also owns shares in the stallions Oh 
Say, Waquoit and Lord Gaylord. 

New Jersey 

"One day I was talking to Roy 
McKay, one of my owners, about 
the problems of the horse industry 
in New Jersey," explains John 
Forbes, who has some 60 horses in 
training. "He told me that instead 
of complaining, I should get out 
and do something about the situa¬ 
tion." 

The result is that Forbes, a native 
Marylander, called together several 
of his compatriots (trainers Tony 
Bardaro, Alan Seewald, Willard 
Thompson and John DiStefano) 
and formed The Committee for Bet¬ 
ter Racing in New Jersey. The group 
has hired Joel Sterns of Hannock, 
Weisman as its lobbyist, and Ed¬ 
ward Rosen, former president of 
the Thoroughbred Breeders Asso¬ 
ciation of New Jersey, is contribut¬ 
ing his legal expertise. 


"The Committee for Better Rac¬ 
ing in New Jersey has grown tre¬ 
mendously since that first bunch 
came to my house for dinner," says 
Forbes. "We've sent the message 
that everyone is to be included. 
We're joining hands with the Stan- 
dardbred industry—^Joel Sterns is 
their attorney—and we have riders, 
drivers, farms, farriers, everyone 
who cares, on our roster." 

Forbes feels strongly that the 
goal of this committee should be to 
get the state's newly elected admin¬ 
istration to look closely at the $1- 
billion New Jersey horse industry 
and to realize how many people are 
employed, how much is contrib¬ 
uted in land preservation, and, 
overall, what must be done to im¬ 
prove the health of the state's racing 
and breeding. 

"We want to provide some solu¬ 
tions as well as pointing out the 
down side," continues Forbes. "A 
study at the University of Louisville 


showed that the introduction of ca¬ 
sinos and the lottery caused a 
downturn of 58 percent in the han¬ 
dle at New Jersey tracks. It also 
showed that intertrack simulcast¬ 
ing was one way to recover some of 
that loss. 

"What we need now," he adds, 
"is legislation to allow Sunday rac¬ 
ing, off-track betting, higher 
purses, etc., anything that will help 
get the horse industry out of trou¬ 
ble. We also need a restructuring of 
the current debt service so that the 
horses aren't paying for everything 
else that the Sports Authority sup¬ 
ports, such as a new training center 
for the Giants and an aquarium. 

"We all need to work together so 
that everyone is treated fairly, and I 
think the new administration is 
willing to do that," Forbes con¬ 
cludes.

sales agent for Charlton, a farm 
which he operates with his wife 
Dixie. 

"'We sold 175 horses and grossed 
$1,700,000. It was our biggest year 
ever in terms of numbers and total 
receipts. Our volume is definitely 
up." 

Among the Charlton sales was a 
full brother to multiple stakes win¬ 
ner Ten Keys (Sir Ivor Again— 
Mabs a Babs) for $20,000 at the Sep¬ 
tember Fasig-Tipton Midlantic sale, 
and the sale of Mabs a Babs herself, 
in foal to Lord Gaylord, for $30,000. 

This spring Charlton expects to 
foal 15 mares with offspring by 
such local stallions as Smarten (in 
whom they own a share). Lord 
Gaylord, Rollicking, Shelter Half 
and Hagley. 

According to John Michalski, as¬ 
sistant to Kenneth Kirchner, execu¬ 
tive secretary for the Pennsylvania 
State Horse Racing Commission, 
"We have great hopes that OTB will 


revitalize the horse racing industry 
in Pennsylvania and create many 
new jobs." 

Michalski reports that the state 
regulatory committee has finalized 
the rules and regulations for OTB 
as proposed by the racing commis¬ 
sion. Four locations for OTB have 
also been approved: Reading, Erie, 
New Castle and Philadelphia. 

The first site to be constructed 
most likely will be at Reading in 
central Pennsylvania and is ex¬ 
pected to be active by mid-summer. 
In its initial year of operation, this 
facility will produce an estimated 
$24-million handle on races from all 
tracks in the state. Included is The 
Meadows, a harness track near 
Washington in southwestern Penn¬ 
sylvania. By law, wagering must be 
offered on all live racing in the 
state. 

"The next step is to decide what 
the OTB locations will look like— 
the architecture and the engineer¬ 


ing specifications," adds Michalski. 
"Licensees will submit plans set¬ 
ting out the capacity, the type of 
food to be served, and things like 
that. We expect them to be first- 
class facilities." 

Philadelphia Park's claimer of 
the year award went to George Ar- 
madoro's hard-knocking mare 
Heading North (Sunny North— 
Well Come to Me). In 1989, the 
5-year-old won 10 of 17 starts at 
sprint distances of five to six fur¬ 
longs. Nothing else much mattered 
though, as trainer Efrain Garcia 
sent Heading North to the post 
over both dirt and turf in every 
kind of going for claiming prices 
between $5 and $8,000. 

Claimed for Armadoro in late 
1987, the mare has been unplaced 
only four times in 25 races, for ca¬ 
reer earning of $109,435. 

Once again in 1989 Pennsylva¬ 
nians took home the lion's share of 
the National Steeplechase and

1988 Jockey Club live foal reports 
for Mid-Atlantic stallions 

The Jockey Club has made available for each stallion in North America the 
number of mares bred during the 1987 breeding season and the number of live 
foals reported in 1988. The following special compilation includes only those 
stallions in the six-state Mid-Atlantic region for which at least five mares were 
reported brecJ in 1987. 

While the first column is an accurate indicator of how many Thoroughbred 
mares were actually reported bred to each stallion, a comparison of it with the 
second column should not be taken as an accurate "fertility" report on stallions. 
Many factors other than a stallion's fertility can interfere with the production of a 
live foal. 

There were 8,502 mares reported covered in 1987 by stallions standing in the six 
Mid-Atlantic states. These mares, which may have foaled elsewhere, produced 
4,767 reported live foals in 1988. The mare/foal breakdown by state is Delaware— 
15/5, Maryland—3,655/2,230, New Jersey—1,346/751, Pennsylvania—1,302/699, 
Virginia—1,478/743, and West Virginia—706/339. □

Nicholson's show horse runs 
rings around competition

Although she is barely five feet tall, Mary Lisa 
Nicholson believes in doing things in a big way. In 1989, 
her 8-year-old Canadian Thoroughbred mare Wintarra 
Ring was Maryland amateur-owner champion; Ameri¬ 
can Horse Shows Association amateur-owner, 18-30, 
champion; and Maryland Horse Shows Association 
horse of the year. 

"We really did have a good time," Nicholson admits 
modestly. "We were champion at Devon (Pa.), and we 


won all four of the jumping classes in the division at 
Columbia (Md.) and Upperville (Va.)." 

In the national standings, Wintarra Ring (which re¬ 
fers to the ring around the moon) collected 7,134 
points. Far behind in second place was Truesports, 
Inc.'s Home by Dark with only half as many: 3,590. 

Mary Lisa, 22 years old, lives with her parents, Jan¬ 
ice and Bud Nicholson, on their 200-acre Rolling Acres 
Farm in Montgomery County. She, her two sisters. 
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Pam and Patty, and the senior Nicholsons spent many 
years foxhunting with the Goshen Hunt. 

Pam, the oldest of the three girls, has a child of her 
own these days and little time for riding, but Patty 
(now Mrs. Kevin Foster) and Mary Lisa have turned 
their childhood passion for horses into a full-time vo¬ 
cation. 

"Patty has lots of students and really loves teach¬ 
ing," says Mary Lisa. "When I was little, she did every¬ 
thing with the horses with me at home. She loves 
kids." 

As a family, the Nicholsons work together to main¬ 
tain two barns totaling 59 stalls and 60 to 70 horses, 
many of whom are boarders. 

"That's all we do," says Bud Nicholson cryptically. 
"But we're very lucky to have Mary and Patty with the 
knowledge and talent to do the work." 

In addition to lessons and showing, the two women 
buy numerous green ponies to make and re-sell. The 
family used to do some breeding for show stock, but 
that is limited these days to offspring from Mary Lisa's 
top large pony Meggie Dhu, who is in foal to Liseter 
Radiant. 

"We're breeding her from sentiment," explains Jan¬ 
ice Nicholson. "By the time we have the foals ready to 
sell, we have so much money in them that their true 



price would put them out of the market. Still, it's nice to 
have something out of a proven performer." 

As with so many top riders, Mary Lisa Nicholson 
was initiated at an early age. 

"I started riding at age 4 with the usual leadline and 
short stirrup stuff," she recalls. "The funny thing is 
that I never really liked it. All I wanted was to pet the 
pony. If anything went wrong, I wanted to get off. 

"Then when I was about 8 or 9," Mary Lisa contin¬ 
ues, "I got Heatherstone Senette. She was an absolute 
robot with years of mileage—what everyone wants, the 
perfect pony. I got a taste of the "A" shows and what 
it's like to win." 

Nicholson went on to great success in the pony and 
junior ranks, including riding the champion of the me¬ 
dium division. Golden Gloves. 

For the last four years, Mary Lisa has been training 
with veteran Jack Stedding of Monkton. 

"Jack has really taught me a lot about how to ride the 
horses," Nicholson observes. "Before I started with 
Jack, I just got on and went. Now I really think about 
what Tm doing, how a course has to be ridden to show 
the horse at its best. Jack is very, very serious about the 
business, but he also makes it fun." 

In addition to Wintarra Ring, Mary Lisa competes 
with Newsbreak, a 17-year-old Quarter horse who fin¬ 
ished tenth in the AHSA amateur-owner jumper divi¬ 
sion, and Rugby Road, who actually belongs to her 
brother-in-law. Mary Lisa shows Rugby Road when 
Foster, an architect, is unavailable. 

"Actually, Patty bought Wintarra Ring for Kevin 
from trainer Danny Robertshaw in South Carolina. 
She had had a very successful career as a junior horse," 
Mary Lisa explains. "I wasn't thrilled when I first saw 
the mare. She looked kind of witchy and certainly 
wasn't flashy—just a plain bay horse." 

Nevertheless, according to Nicholson, the mare was 
appropriate for someone like Kevin who was just learn¬ 
ing to ride. 

"Just learning!" she laughs. "Kevin has only been 
riding for two years and he qualified for the indoor 
(prestigious fall horse shows such as Baltimore, Har¬ 
risburg, Washington and New York) this year. He's a 
natural." 

The upshot was that Mary Lisa swapped her big 
Thoroughbred gelding Rugby Road (Banderilla—Sus¬ 
ie Winkle) for Wintarra Ring. 

"Winnie is 15.3 hands so she really suited me bet¬ 
ter," Nicholson says. "Rugby Road is absolutely differ¬ 
ent, a big chestnut. He just looks like a man's horse."

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In the amateur-owner division, horses are judged 
on performance, way of going and style of jumping. 

"Although Wintarra Ring is not a big horse, she has 
an incredibly long stride," says Mary Lisa. "Not only is 
she an excellent jumper, but she looks so light and 
smooth. A heavy horse simply won't win. 

"In the end though, it's her jumping ability that put 
her on top. She's a good mover, but not great. For one 
thing, she puts her ears back. We win the jumping 
classes," she says, her voice trailing off, "and then get 
a lot of thirds in the hack." 

This past year Nicholson accomplished her champi¬ 
onships primarily in the Maryland-Virginia-Pennsyl- 


vania-New Jersey shows. In 1990, she plans to tackle 
even heavier competition. 

"1 think our area pro,duces some really good 
horses," Nicholson exclaims. "But for some reason. 
New York and New England are thought of as the best. 
Classes up there in the amateur-owner division are 
much larger, maybe 30-40 entries compared to our 
18-20. 

"I'm not interested in going to Florida or someplace 
like that because I think the travel takes so much out of 
a horse. But," Nicholson adds with a smile tugging the 
corner of her mouth, "I'd like to go north and give it a 
try. 1 think Wintarra Ring can beat them." □

William Supik 

William J. Supik Jr., 45, a well- 
known Baltimore County horse¬ 
man who had spent more than 25 
years battling cancer, died of respi¬ 
ratory failure on December 28 at St. 
Joseph Hospital in Towson. 

Until two years ago, Supik oper¬ 
ated his own business, the Awl- 
Craft Leather Shop, doing custom 
and repair work at his home in 
Phoenix. But his ultimate dream, 
according to his wife Debbie, was 
to train race horses. A licensed 
trainer for the past 20 years, he 
trained a number of horses for him¬ 
self—and several for outside cli¬ 
ents—with his wife doing most of 
the physical work. 

A graduate of St. John's School in 
Hydes, Loyola High School and 
Loyola College, Supik was a charter 
member and past president of the 
Amateur Jousting Club of Mary¬ 
land and a former president of the 
Maryland Professional Horsemen's 
Association. 

His wife has one of this area's top 
show horse operations, Stonemill 
Stable, and Supik was credited 
with being the "backbone" of that 
business. 

"He was an amazingly strong 
person, and horses were one of the 
things that kept him strong," says 
Debbie Supik. "When we were 
married 23 years ago, we were told 
he might not have another year to 
live." 

The Supiks have a 10-year-old 
daughter, Elizabeth Ruth (Beth). 

Survivors, in addition to his 
wife, the former Deborah Anne 
Scarff, and daughter, include his 


parents. Dr. William J. Supik and 
Ruth Schoelkopf Supik of Phoenix; 
two sisters, Cynthia Taylor of Har¬ 
risburg, Pa., and Mary Birkl of 
Cockeysville; and two brothers, 
Robert Supik and Thomas Supik, 
both of Cockeysville. 

Dulaney Kenny 

Dulaney (Murph) Kenny, man¬ 
ager of John A. Manfuso Sr.'s Os- 
ufnam Farm near Westminster, 
died unexpectedly on December 26 
at Carroll County General Hospital 
following a massive heart attack. 
He was 50 years old. 

A native of Winchester, Va., 
Kenny had been employed by Os- 
ufnam since July, 1976. Among the 
good horses foaled and raised dur¬ 
ing his tenure were Maryland-bred 
champions A Magic Spray and A 
Joyful Spray. 

Kenny, a big burly man who ran 
the farm with help from his wife 
Joyce and their six children, was in¬ 
troduced to horses by his uncle, 
who worked at Liz Whitney Tip¬ 
pett's famed Llangollen Farm in 
Virginia. "My father managed beef 
cattle farms," he recalled in a 1987 
Maryland Horse interview. 
"But I hated cows. I was practically 
raised at Llangollen. Started break¬ 
ing yearlings when I was 9 or 10 
years old ..." 

As a youth, Kenny planned on 
becoming a jockey—a reasonable 
goal at the time. He was almost re¬ 
jected by the Marine Corps, at the 
age of 18, because of his size. But he 
added eight inches to his height 
during four years in the service 
(from 1957 to 1961). During much 



of that time he served with the mili¬ 
tary police, in Japan and the Philip¬ 
pines. 

In the early 1960s, Kenny 
worked for trainer Ed Christmas. 
"But that moving all around (from 
race track to race track) was not 
what I like," he said. His next job 
was with Dr. Ray Murphy at Bowl¬ 
ing Brook Farm in Middleburg 
(Md.). There, a physical resem¬ 
blance to Dr. Murphy earned him 
his nickname. 

When Bowling Brook went out 
of business in 1971, Kenny found 
work as a stud man with Stan- 
dardbreds at Hanover Shoe Farm. 
He stayed there five years, until he 
was hired by Manfuso. "This is the 
fourth job I've ever had in my life, 
and the best," he said. 

In addition to his wife, Kenny is 
survived by his mother, Dorothy 
Kenny, of Westminster; three sons, 
Dulaney R. Kenny II and John Fran¬ 
cis Kenny of Westminster and Dal¬ 
las B. Kenny of Washington, D.C.; 
three daughters, Winifred Louise 
Kenny and Dorothy Ann Kenny of 
Westminster and Catherine K. 
Popp of Littlestown, Pa.; and one 
grandson. 
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Straight. Dick Francis. G.R Put¬ 
nam's Sons, New York. 1989. 323 
pp. $18.95, hardcover. 

Straight, Dick Francis' newest 
novel (his 28th) follows true to 
form: the story of a steeplechase 
jockey caught up in a mystery. 

In this case, Derek Franklin, the 
jockey, reluctantly takes up his 
brother's life when the brother is 
killed in an accident. Derek is called 
upon to fill in the gaps in big broth¬ 
er's business (importing gem¬ 
stones), to take over his race horses 
(convert the good flat runner to a 
jumper), to console the lovely mis¬ 
tress (Francis is getting much more 
comfortable with this subject), and, 
finally, to find $1.5 million worth of 
diamonds while avoiding being 
murdered. 

Straight the plot is not. There is 
no clearcut villain here as in Hot 
Money or Bolt. Indeed, the conflicts 
are more nearly related to character 
flaws: a beloved friend who proves 
untrustworthy and an honored 
trainer caught in the web of drugs. 

"What makes the crooked crook¬ 
ed and the straight straight?" Fran¬ 
cis's hero asks himself. "One 
couldn't trust the sociologists' easy 
answers." 

And, why, we might also ask, do 
we Dick Francis fans welcome so 
eagerly his next book even when 
we know it will be so much like the 
last? 

The answer, I think, is charm. 
Francis makes his hero such a hero, 
one who beats the odds with integ¬ 
rity, wit and sensitivity. 

Furthermore, with the hero al¬ 
ways a horseman, we are especially 
pleased with the characterization. 
Correspondingly, those persons 
who do not fit the bill get their 
comeuppance in the end. 
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Like Dick Francis himself, the 
stories and the main characters are 
so dependably likeable. 

201 Handy Hints for Horse 
Persons. Karen Bush. Half Halt 
Press, Middletown, Md. 1988. 72 
pp., illus. $7.95, softcover. 

Karen Bush's 201 Handy Hints for 
Horse Persons is a delightful little 
book of "legitimate short cuts," 
practical tips on stable manage¬ 
ment to make the horse owner's life 
either easier or more economical. 

There is no particular order to 
the ideas nor is there an index, but 
this makes Handy Hints ... a per¬ 
fect book to pick up for a few min¬ 
utes while waiting for the farrier to 
arrive or sitting on a bucket hosing 
a horse's leg. 

Among my favorites are: 

#7 When your velveteen-covered 
riding hat becomes faded and 
scruffy looking, smarten it up by 
using an appropriately colored 
suede shoe spray. 

#188 A cheap poll guard for travel¬ 
ing can be made by cutting a slit at 
either end of a rectangular piece of 
foam rubber, and then slipping the 
headpiece of the headcollar (halter) 
through them. 

#14 Remove bot fly eggs with a dis¬ 
posable plastic safety razor. 

My horse's favorite no doubt 
would be #128: 

Glucose or alcohol is a good pick- 
me-up for tired or sick horses, or to 
encourage poor doers. Both are 
readily absorbed into the blood¬ 
stream and are also palatable to 
most animals. A double handful of 
glucose may be mixed into a mash or 
a feed, or a bottle of stout added in¬ 
stead. 

Although distributed locally by 
Maryland's Half Halt Press, 201 
Handy Hints for Horse Persons origi¬ 
nated in Great Britain. As with 
most books from across the ocean, 
there is a terminology gap to be 


reckoned with. It wasn't until I saw 
the drawing, for example, that I 
could figure out what plastic 
"squash bottles" are. Read instead 
plastic "soft drink" bottles, which 
by the way make excellent feed 
scoops when cut midway across on 
the diagonal (handy hint #8). 

Dancing with Your Horse. 

Mary Campbell. Half Halt Press, 
Middletown, Md. 1989. 125 pp., il¬ 
lus. $19.95, hardcover. 

When Southern Maryland 
dressage rider Linda Zang, her 
horse Fellow Traveller, and Pea¬ 
body dance student Antonio On- 
sinco joined forces to music in the 
Baltimore Arena during the 1982 
Baltimore Jumping Classic, the au¬ 
dience went wild. For horse enthu¬ 
siasts and casual spectators alike, 
the combination of the perfor¬ 
mances was totally electrifying. 

These days, musical freestyle, 
sometimes referred to as a kur, is 
one of the fastest growing seg¬ 
ments of equine competition. 

The AHSA rule book defines the 
musical freestyle as follows: 

The rider is to create and ride from 
memory an original ride which 
shows his horse to its best advan¬ 
tage. In the Free Style Ride creativity 
and artistic presentation as well as 
technical execution will be consid¬ 
ered. 

This, of course, is just the begin¬ 
ning. In her book Dancing with Your 
Horse, Mary Campbell, who has 
taught, competed and judged 
dressage for over 30 years, puts to¬ 
gether a how-to guide to fulfill the 
basic requirements and to develop 
a winner. 

Campbell, whose husband is a 
musician, delineates the way to de¬ 
sign one's own ride, how to choose 
the music appropriate to one's par¬ 
ticular horse ("tailor the notes to fit 
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the horse until he looks like an 
equine Fred Astaire"), and the 
ways to prepare a professional, 
high-quality cassette tape for the 
performance. 

The text concludes with dia¬ 
grams and examples of freestyle 
rides from first level through grand 


prix including AHSA and USDF 
tests within those levels. 

The result is a precise pattern 
aimed at directing freestyle riders 
in their competitive efforts. 

"Don't start this project with 
only weeks to go before your com¬ 
petition," Campbell advises, for ex¬ 
ample, in discussing the choice of 


music. "You should allow approx¬ 
imately 80 hours of work from start 
to finish, to go into preparing the 
choreography, the music and the 
cassette tape." 

If the musical freestyle is part of 
your curriculum, Mary Campbell's 
Dancing with Your Horse will be a 
most valuable aid.

V^onsistency is one of the most prized attributes in a race horse. And Super Cholo had it as a 
2-year-old. 

From the time trainer Carlos Garcia sent him out to win his debut at Pimlico in early June (in the 
second juvenile race of the season), he never gave a poor performance. Seven of his nine starts were in 
stakes. In addition to his back-to-back victories in the Maryland Juvenile Championship and Devil's 
Bag Stakes, Super Cholo registered thirds in the Laurel Futurity-G3, Vanlandingham Stakes and 
Primer Breeders' Cup, and was disqualified fro.m a second-place finish in the Jet Pilot Stakes. 

Battling to the end. Super Cholo concluded the season with an extremely close second in Laurel's 
Inner Harbor Stakes, going a mile and an eighth. He was beaten a nose, while giving the winner East 
Royalty nine pounds. 

Super Cholo, whose name means Super Peruvian, is owned by Enrique Villa Garcia Martinez, who 
works with the Peruvian embassy in Washington D.C. and is no relation to the trainer. Bred by 
Marylanders Fred and Wildie Peterson (see feature article on p.20), he was purchased by Carlos Garcia, 
on the owner's behalf, at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Select Yearling sale at Timonium for $8,700. 

By the Kentucky stallion Darby Creek Road (who died in 1988), Super Cholo is thoroughly the 
product of Maryland breeding on his dam's side. His dam Luck Too, bred by John and Kitty Merry- 
man, is a half-sister to the Merrymans' good runner Lady Lyndy, who produced their current star 
Smart 'n Quick. 

Super Cholo is yet another feather in the cap of Carlos Garcia. Remarkably, Garcia was closely 
involved with two 1989 Maryland-bred champions. He trained Safely Kept throughout her 2-year-old 
season.

Crowned has a regal background. From the first crop of champion Chief's Crown, she was born 
and raised at Mrs. Richard C. duPont's Woodstock Farm in Chesapeake City—birthplace of Maryland's 
1967-'68 horse of the year Politely, and home of the great Kelso. 

Mrs. duPont maintains a select band of 20 broodmares, all of whom routinely foal at Woodstock. 
But, somewhat remarkably. Crowned is her first Maryland-bred champion since Believe the Queen 
headed the older horse division in 1984. 

Crowned had a near-perfect record last year. She won at first asking, in a maiden special at 
Arlington Park on September 20, returned to an allowance victory at Keeneland, then moved right on 
to capture the Pocahontas Stakes at Churchill Downs on October 29. Her lone defeat occurred in the 
Golden Rod Stakes-G3 at Churchill Downs on November 18, in which she finished second, ten lengths 
behind De la Devil. Obviously none the worse for wear, she came to Maryland and aired, by 11 lengths, 
in the Maryland Juvenile Filly Championship only one week later. The filly is being rested in Aiken, 
S.C., over the winter. 

Fair Rosalind, Crowned's dam, was bred by Mrs. duPont from the Bold Hour mare Thirty Years. A 
graded stakes winner herself. Thirty Years is also the dam of graded stakes winner Thirty Flags (by 
Hoist the Flag). Fair Rosalind (by Exclusive Native) placed in stakes. In addition to Crowned, she has 
produced Betty Lobelia (by Assert-Ire), a graded stakes winner of over $300,000.

Houston is one of the most talked-about, and written-about, Maryland-breds to come along in 
recent years. 

Sired by a champion (Seattle Slew) and produced by a champion (Smart Angle), he entered the 
limelight as a yearling, when he was purchased at Keeneland by trainer D. Wayne Lukas for $2.9 
million. 

Brilliant (but lightly raced) as a 2-year-old, the colt made his eagerly-anticipated 1989 debut in 
Aqueduct's seven-furlong Bay Shore Stakes-G2, and lived up to promise—drawing away to score by 
ten and a half lengths. Unfortunately, the remainder of his 3-year-old campaign was much less sensa¬ 
tional. When asked to go a longer distance—a mile and an eighth—in the the Santa Anita Derby-Gl, he 
trailed in more than 16 lengths behind the rising hero Sunday Silence. A victory in the Derby Trial-G3 
restored some of his credibility. However, he did not measure up in the Kentucky Derby and Preak- 
ness, fading to finish out of the money each time. Houston's last two starts were sprints, and he gave a 
good account of himself in both—finishing second (to Sewickley) in the Grade 2 Tom Fool Stakes at 
Belmont in July, and winning the King's Bishop Stakes-G3 at Saratoga on August 19. 

No threat to the nation's leading 3-year-old colts, Houston still ranked as one of the season's best 
sprinters. He developed chips in both knees last fall, while prepping for the Grade 1 Vosburgh, and 
underwent surgery. Lukas reportedly hopes to return him to competition in 1990. 

Houston was bred by Ben and Eleanor Sparenberg's Ross Valley Farm in Sparks. Mrs. Sparen- 
berg, along with her former husband Jim Ryan, bred and raced his dam.

Brilliant hardly begins to describe Safely Kept's Eclipse award-winning 1989 campaign. The filly 
was near-flawless. 

A pure-form sprinter, she made eight starts—all in stakes company—between April and October, 
and won them all by safe margins. Her time (:20^/5) for the opening quarter in the Regret Stakes on July 
4 was one of the fastest fractions ever recorded at Monmouth Park. And she followed that up with 
victories in the Prioress Stakes-G2 and Saratoga's prestigious Test Stakes-Gl. 

Like many who reach the top of the game. Safely Kept was most impressive of all in defeat. Her 
grand finale came in the Breeders' Cup Sprint-Gl on November 4. Although considered to be one of the 
most talented sprinters in the country, regardless of sex, she had never been asked to run against males 
until the Breeders' Cup. Odds-on favorite in six of her earlier starts this year, she was dispatched at 7-1 
by wary fans at Gulfstream Park, who made her their sixth choice in a field of 14. 

In a magnificent display of speed and tenacity, she led every step of the way in the Sprint, until the 
very end, when Dancing Spree drew up on the inside and edged his neck in front. Safely Kept may not 
have seen her rival until it was too late, theorizes trainer Alan Goldberg. "She was going all out, but 
knowing her, she might have given a little more." 

It was the closest a Maryland-bred has ever come to winning a Breeders' Cup event. 

Voted the country's top sprinter in 1989, Safely Kept is the first Maryland-bred to earn national 
championship honors since 1983. That year Devil's Bag was the nation's top 2-year-old colt and Heart- 
light No. One the leading 3-year-old filly. 

Safely Kept is owned (in partnership) by Matchmaker president Barry L. Weisbord, who pur¬ 
chased her privately as a 2-year-old for $300,000 from Maryland breeders David and Jo Ann Hayden (a 
feature article on the Haydens appears on p. 14). Her sire Horatius stands at Thornmar in Chestertown 
for $2,500 live foal. And her dam. Safely Home by Winning Hit, was claimed by the Haydens ten years 
ago at Bowie for $11,500.

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LITTLE BOLD JOHN 


Little Bold John has won more stakes races (25) than any Maryland-bred in recent history. Only 
Elkridge, a champion steeplechaser of the 1940s who had 27 stakes wins, stands above LBJ in that 
category. 

Pushing the $2-million mark in earnings (a plateau that has been reached by only one other 
Maryland-bred horse—Broad Brush), the 8-year-old gelding is a model of a professional race horse: 
game, consistent and versatile. His four 1989 stakes wins were at distances ranging from seven furlongs 
to a mile and an eighth. 

Sent out against a tough field in Laurel's General George Stakes on February 20—a newly revised 
rich sprint for older horses—he responded with flair, charging through at the end to defeat California- 
based speedster Oraibi by a neck. He came right back to annex the nine-furlong Jennings Handicap at 
Laurel and the Grade 3 Campbell Handicap at Pimlico—each time conceding significant weight to his 


runner-up. 

Trainer Jerry Robb gave LBJ the early summer off, then cranked him up again for an ambitious fall 
campaign that included the Maryland Million and the Breeders' Cup. Third in the feature race on 
Maryland Million Day (behind Master Speaker and Due North), Little Bold John avenged that loss less 
than three weeks later when he turned the tables on Master Speaker in the Polynesian Handicap. He 
was outdistanced in the Breeders' Cup Mile-Gl, his last appearance in 1989, and suffered some slight 
injury on the van coming back from Florida. But Robb expects to have him back in action this year.

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THIRTY EIGHT GO GO 


Thirty Eight Go Go has never had an easy time of it. Maryland's 1987 champion 2-year-old filly 
nearly died from a mysterious intestinal ailment in the winter of her 3-year-old season. She has also had 
to overcome pneumonia, ankle injuries, and respiratory bleeding. 

Which makes her record all the more amazing. Last spring trainer King Leatherbury saddled the 
roan daughter of Thirty Eight Paces to win two stakes—the Snow Goose and Geisha Handicaps— 
within a seven-week span. She also placed in four 1989 stakes, including the Grade 1 Delaware 
Handicap. 

Last fall Thirty Eight Go Go was given a well-deserved vacation. "She'd kept going, except for the 
time she was sick, ever since she entered training," the trainer relates. "In October, while there was still 
decent grass, we turned her out on the farm (Leatherbury's Craftwell Farm in Shady Side)." 

Thirty Eight Go Go's fortunes are closely linked to her trainer. A daughter of Leatherbury's 
remarkable broodmare Dronette, who is also the dam of graded stakes winner Notches Trace and 
stakes-placed Lone Roan, Thirty Eight Go Go is from the first crop of Leatherbury's one-time star 
runner Thirty Eight Paces. Purchased as a yearling in Florida for $38,000 by Leatherbury in partnership 
with several others (including Janet and Morgan Wayson), Thirty Eight Paces won graded stakes and 
earned $478,662. He has made his stud career at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine (Md.), where he stands 
for $5,000 live foal. 

Getting Thirty Eight Go Go's earnings up to $1 million is the next goal for Leatherbury, who sold 
her to the Waysons as a yearling at a Timonium auction for $17,500.

Ten Keys likes to run on grass, and he especially likes to run in cold weather. When the leaves 
begin to turn, it's his time to blossom. 

Last fall, the 6-year-old son of Sir Ivor Again annexed four stakes (three in graded company), and 
boosted his 1989 earnings to nearly a half-million dollars. He had his biggest victory ever in the 
$250,000 Bay Meadows Handicap-G2 on December 16. A creditable fifth-place finish in the Grade 1 
Budweiser International, sandwiched between victories in Meadowlands' Cliff Hanger Handicap-G3 
and the Find Handicap at Laurel, was the only thing that kept him from being undefeated in his last five 
starts. 

Ten Keys, trained by Bowie-based Mike Pino, is a true Cinderella horse. Bred by Richard Bendit, a 
plumbing and heating contractor in Brentwood (Md.), he was claimed by Pino, on behalf of owner 
Charles Linhoss, early in his 3-year-old season in a maiden claiming race at Laurel for $14,500. All but 
$3,700 of the $770,568 Ten Keys has amassed throughout his career has gone to Linhoss, a former self- 
employed carpenter from Alexandria (Va.). 

It was Pino who discovered Ten Keys' special affinity for the turf. Ten Keys, a grandson of 1968 
Washington D.C. International winner Sir Ivor, is one of two outstanding 1989 Maryland-bred runners 
sired by the little-known stallion Sir Ivor Again. The other is the 4-year-old filly Misty Ivor.

Call Louis won all six of his sanctioned starts in 1989 by a combined margin of I 66 V 2 lengths. 

Far and away the best jumper to represent Maryland last season, the 8 -year-old gelding is a 
tribute to the skills of his young owner Sheila Williams (a granddaughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. Stuart 
S. Janney) and trainer/rider Jack Fisher (whose father. Dr. John R.S. Fisher, is also one of this area's best- 
known horsemen). A feature article on Call Louis and his connections appears on p. 26 of this maga¬ 
zine. 

Almost as famous as Call Louis himself is the story of how his breeder, Robert E. Meyerhoff, 
named him. Mrs. Meyerhoff selects most of the names for their horses. (Serious art collectors, the 
Meyerhoffs had their greatest success ever with a homebred named Broad Brush.) When Mr. 
Meyerhoff found the words Call Louis at the top of a list of names on Mrs. Meyerhoff's desk, he 
submitted it to The Jockey Club. What he had read turned out to be a note Mrs. Meyerhoff had written 
to herself—a reminder to call her cousin Louis in California. 

But his name was the only thing that stood out about the gelding until he came into Williams' and 
Fisher's hands as a 5-year-old. Call Louis was struggling along in the claiming ranks at Delaware Park, 
having won only three times in 42 tries. His endurance, courage and agility have since been put to good 
use, over timber.

MARYLAND MILLION STATISTICS 1986—1989 


The Maryland Million was established to sell 
Maryland on the Thoroughbred industry and 
the Thoroughbred industry on Maryland. 
However, being a state stallion stakes program, 
it primarily promotes Thoroughbred stallions 
standing in Maryland. 

Since the 1986 breeding season, 218 different 
Maryland stallions have been nominated to the 
program. Of those with progeny of racing age, 
74 have sired Maryland Million Day starters, 46 
have sired first, second or third-place finishers, 
and 26 have sired winners. 

From among the progeny of nominated stal¬ 
lions have come 324 Maryland Million Day 


starters. These nominated Maryland-sired start¬ 
ers, an average of nine per race over four years, 
have competed for $4 million in purses and 
awards. In charge of the winners of the 36 Mary¬ 
land Million stakes races run since 1986 have been 
35 different owners and 32 different trainers. 

For the 1990 breeding season, 134 active Mary¬ 
land stallions have been nominated. As of Decem¬ 
ber 31, 1989, nearly 1,600 eligible 1988 and 1989 
foals were nominated. That number, as well as the 
nearly 900 weanling nominations included, are 
both the highest in the Maryland Million pro¬ 
gram's history.

Maryland-Bred Rules 

.49 Rewards to Breeders—Maryland-bred Rules 

A. To be eligible to start in races exclusively for horses bred in Maryland, each horse 
must be registered with the Maryland Horse Breeders Association. To qualify for regis¬ 
tration, the said horse must have been foaled in the State of Maryland, and in addition, 
unless the breeder is a resident of the State, or one who maintains his breeding stock 
continually in the State, the said horse shall be either the produce of a mare having 
conceived in Maryland the previous season, or of a mare sent into the State to foal and be 
covered by a Maryland stallion the season of the birth of said foal. 

B. A horse is bred where it is foaled. The breeder is the owner of the dam at the time of 
foaling. 

C. Any owner or breeder may appeal from the refusal of the Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association to register a horse under this rule to the Maryland Racing Commission, and 
the decision of the Commission shall be final. 


To be considered a Maryland stallion, the horse must be registered with the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association. Stallion awards are to be earned by stallions so regis¬ 
tered which stood at stud in Maryland at the time the registered Maryland-bred winner 
was conceived. Such awards will be paid to active stallions, stallions which died while 
standing at stud in Maryland and to stallions which were standing at stud in Maryland 
when they were retired from breeding because of injury, physical disability or advanced 
age. But no awards will be paid to stallions which leave Maryland for breeding purposes 
outside of the state on or after January 1, 1980.

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Explanation of 
Maiyland Fund 
distribution 


The Maryland Fund was created by the General 
Assembly in 1962. Maryland was the first state to 
develop a legislated incentive program to encourage 
the improvement of Thoroughbred breeding and 
racing. Since that time, 26 other states have insti¬ 
tuted state-bred programs of one kind or another. 

In Maryland, there are six categories through 
which monies from the Fund are made available: 1) 
purse money for stakes races (and an occasional al¬ 
lowance race) for registered Maryland-breds, 2) 
awards for owners of winning registered Maryland- 
breds, 3) awards^ for breeders of winning and stakes- 
placed registered Maryland-breds, 4) awards for stal¬ 
lions which sire registered Maryland-bred winners 
and stakes-placed horses, 5) a total of $20,000 in 
yearling show bonus awards for the four highest-earn¬ 
ing 2-year-olds shown at the annual MHBA show 
and 6) Maryland Million allocation of 3 percent for 
purses. 

Currently, 1.1 percent of the mutuel handle and 
5.0 percent of the breakage at Laurel and Pimlico 
(the state's two major tracks) and 1.5 percent of the 
mutuel handle and 5.0 percent of the breakage at 
Timonium (the state's only minor track) are al¬ 
located to the Maryland Fund. 

In 1989, revenue from all tracks for the Maryland 
Fund totaled over $4.6 million. This was divided 55 
percent to purse money and owner awards and 45 
percent to breeder and stallion awards—or about 
$2.53 million to purses and owner awards and $2.07 
million to breeder and stallion awards. 

Of the 55 percent designated for purses and own¬ 
er awards, 66^/3 percent is allocated to purses and 
33V3 percent is allocated to owner awards. (At 
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Timonium, the split is 75 percent to purses and 25 
percent to owner awards.) The 45 percent which 
funds breeder and stallion awards is split approx¬ 
imately 75 percent to breeder awards and 25 percent 
to stallion awards. This last is an approximation 
since the percentage paid to breeder awards is al¬ 
ways double the percentage paid in stallion awards 
and not all registered Maryland-breds are sired by 
Maryland stallions. 

Since 1982, owner awards have been paid in lieu 
of any restricted races other than stakes (and an 
occasional allowance). The quality of Maryland- 
breds has improved to such an extent since the Fund 
was initiated 28 years ago that the shelter of re¬ 
stricted races has ceased to be the most effective use 
of Fund monies. Owner awards benefit more people 
and provide a greater incentive to buy or breed 
Maryland-breds to race in Maryland. 

Owner awards are paid to the owners of all regis¬ 
tered Maryland-breds when they win any race oth¬ 
er than stakes, starter races or claiming races in 
which the winner runs for a claiming price of less 
than $25,000 ($20,000 at Timonium). These awards 
amount to approximately 17 percent of the winner's 
share of the purse. Owner awards at Timonium are 
capped at 50 percent with any overage transferred 
to stakes. 

Breeder and stallion awards are paid for the regis¬ 
tered Maryland-bred which wins any race or fin¬ 
ishes second, third or fourth in any stakes race in 
Maryland. The breeder award is exactly twice the 
amount of the stallion award, the range varying 
from 10 to 20 percent of the earner's share of the 
purse for the breeder and 5 to 10 percent of the 


earner's share of the purse for the stallion. In stakes 
races, the award is based on the first $100,000 of the 
gross purse. 

In order to earn a breeder award, the winning (or 
stakes-placed) horse must be registered as a Mary¬ 
land-bred. In order to earn a stallion award, the 
winning (or stakes-placed) horse must be registered 
as a Maryland-bred and the sire must be registered 
with the MHBA in addition to having been standing 
in Maryland at the time the winner was conceived. 

The Maryland Fund program is administered by 
the Maryland Racing Commission with the assis¬ 
tance and advice of the Maryland Fund Advisory 
Committee chaired by Dr. Roger I. Scullin, a mem¬ 
ber of the Maryland Racing Commission. Other 
members of the Maryland Fund Advisory Commit¬ 
tee are Robert T. Manfuso (representing the mile 
tracks), Howard M. Mosner Jr. (minor track), Kath¬ 
arine M. Voss (MHBA) and King T. Leatherbury 
(MHBA). Under the direction of the Commission, 
the actual implementation of the Fund, including 
maintaining the Maryland-bred registry and com¬ 
puting and distributing all bonus awards, is per¬ 
formed by the MHBA, for which it receives compen¬ 
sation of 5 percent of the total Fund. 

Computation of owner, breeder and stallion 
awards is made at the conclusion of each race meet¬ 
ing. The percentage paid in these awards depends 
upon the total mutuel handle and the number of 
Maryland-breds which earn bonuses. The stakes 
program is planned on an annual basis and is based 
on projected track handles for the coming year.

Thanks, once again, to the achievements of Little 
Bold John, Hal C.B. Clagett topped the list of Mary¬ 
land Fund bonus recipients for the third year in a row. 
Little Bold John won four stakes, and placed in three 
others, in Maryland in 1989, generating $44,388 in 
breeder bonuses for Clagett. A foal of 1982, Little Bold 
John races for John E. (Jack) Owens III, who purchased 
him from Clagett as a 2-year-old. Nine other horses, 
including stakes-placed Ambitious John, Amerrico's 
Bullet and Bullet Assault, helped boost Clagett's total 
breeder and owner awards to $99,392. 

An attorney in Upper Marlboro (Md.) and a former 
president of the MHBA, Clagett has bred and owned 
horses since the early 1950s. It was largely through his 
efforts that the Maryland Fund was instituted in 1962. 
But Clagett, whose horses are foaled and raised at 
Weston, his centuries-old ancestral home, waited 
many years for his present success. Also the leading 
bonus recipient in 1985, Clagett is a major shareholder 
in the syndicated John Alden, sire of Little Bold John 
and a number of Clagett's other good runners. 

John Alden, who stands at Bonita Farm in Dar¬ 
lington (Md.) for $5,000 live foal, was the leading earn¬ 


er of stallion bonuses in 1989, his total amounting to 
$37,315. 

Jim Ryan's Ryehill Farm was runner-up to Clagett. 
Seventeen horses earned awards for Ryehill, by far the 
most lucrative being Smart 'Nuff. A stakes-winning 
daughter of Smarten, bred but no longer owned by 
Ryehill, Smart 'Nuff accounted for $17,953 in breeder 
bonuses. 

Third on the list was Glade Valley Farms, Inc., with 
$60,505. But Glade Valley's ranking might actually be 
calculated much higher. Payments to Glade Valley 
partners Dr. and Mrs. Robert A. Leonard and Howard 
and Sandra Bender were not included in that figure. 
The Leonards received $28,928 in breeder amd stallion 
bonuses for Rollicking, owned by Mrs. Leonard. Addi¬ 
tional bonuses to the Benders and Leonards totaled 
$19,358. Together, the Glade Valley partners and farm 
corporation received payments totaling $108,791, 
which would make them the overall leaders. 

Others who earned more than $50,000 were David P 
Reynolds ($52,303) and C. Oliver Goldsmith ($50,264).

He stood at Windfields Farm in Chesapeake 
City (Md.) until the farm ceased operation in the sum¬ 
mer of 1988, and was then transferred to the North- 
view Stallion Station where he currently stands for 
$12,500 live foal. 

Smarten had six 1989 stakes winners, including 
Dance Teacher, who captured the Grade 1 Ladies 


Handicap and Gallorette Handicap-G2. His other 
stakes winners were Wave Wise, Smart 'Nuff, Owise- 
one. Encoder and Smart Too. He was also represented 
by stakes-placed Ima Smarten, Relatively Smart, Run 
Smartly and Eagle Mill. 

Horatius's major claim to fame was, of course. 
Eclipse award-winner Safely Kept. But he was also rep¬ 
resented by graded stakes-placed Lollypop Lil and 
Sweet Talkin' Guy. Horatius has made his stud career 
at Charles and Cynthia McGinnes's Thornmar, in 
Chestertown. His 1990 fee is $2,500 live foal. 

Caveat sired five 1989 stakes winners: Ringerman, 
Timely Warning, Princess Caveat, Beware of the Cat 
and Prince Randi, plus stakes-placed 2-year-olds 
Ross's Warning and Irish Warning and additional 
stakes-placed horses Once Over Knightly and Fore¬ 
warning. Caveat, who is also at Northview Stallion Sta¬ 
tion, has a $7,500 live foal fee.

Baederwood's first large, Maryland-conceived 
crop came to the races last year, and boosted him to 
first place among the state's 2-year-old sires. From 47 
named foals, Baederwood was represented by 11 
2-year-old winners, four of whom placed in stakes. His 
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stakes-placed runners were Dans les Bois, Forest Feal¬ 
ty, Dark Baeder and Frugal Doc. 

A 15-year-old son of Tentam—Royal Statute by 
Northern Dancer, Baederwood was not an 
outstanding race horse (an allowance winner, he

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earned $24,870). But he had instant, and somewhat 
unexpected, success upon entering stud in Virginia. 
From his first two crops (foals of 1982 and '83), came 
the geldings Bea Quality and Miracle Wood, each of 
whom won multiple stakes and earned over $470,000. 
Baederwood had been moved to Canada by the time 
those horses, both Maryland-breds, hit their peaks. In 
1986, he was purchased by a group of local horsepeo- 
ple, and brought to this state, where he has attracted 
large books of mares each season. Baederwood stood 
at Shamrock Farms in Woodbine in 1986 and '87, and at 
Sagamore Farm in Glyndon in 1988 and '89. Recently 
moved to the Northview Stallion Station in Chesa¬ 
peake City, he stands for $3,500 live foal. 

Baederwood's 1989 2-year-old progeny earnings of 
$233,819 barely edged out those of another Northview 
stallion. Smarten, who was second on the juvenile 


sire list with $230,200. Smarten had five 2-year-old 
winners, including stakes winners Owiseone and 
Smart Too, and stakes-placed Run Smartly and Eagle 
Mill. 

Not to be overshadowed was Carnivalay—Mary¬ 
land's leading freshman sire in 1989—who sired two 
stakes winners, Valay Maid and Groscar, and stakes- 
placed Lucky Lady Lauren. Carnivalay's first crop, 
which included four winners, earned $167,565, mak¬ 
ing him third from the top among juvenile sires. Carni¬ 
valay (by Northern Dancer—Obeah by Cyane) stands 
at the Pons family's Country Life Farm in Bel Air. 

Other first-year sires high up on the list were Ma¬ 
rine Brass and Clever Champ, each represented by five 
or more winners, and Island Champ, whose only start¬ 
er—She's a Champ—was a stakes winner.

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LOOKING BACK... 


50 Years Ago... 

■ Field secretary Humphrey 
Finney represented the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association at the 
National Association of State 
Racing Commissioners' annual 
convention in Miami (Fla.). Topics 
discussed included Finney's 
suggestion of branding horses 
with their registration certificate 
number for identification 
purposes, and the problem of 
getting registration papers for 
claimed horses. 

The conference also addressed 
the saliva test rule, of major 
concern for trainers. The rule 
ordered that "a trainer shall be 
suspended if a drug test proves 
positive," while not allowing the 
accused party the opportunity to 
state his case prior to suspension. 
The rule prompted American 
Trainers' Association president 
Preston Burch to comment, 
"Trainers, and big ones too, have 
been shaking in their boots 
wondering whose turn was 
coming next. It is agreed that 
what has happened in several of 
our best protected stables might 
easily happen in any other." 

Finney's observations from the 
Miami conference included the 
following: "Long hours in the 
committee rooms . . . enlivened 
by the tiffs between 'Mr. Fitz' and 
Jack Campbell . . . too bad there 
are not more like the pair of them 
to influence racing . . . real work 
accomplished here, 1 think." 

■ New stallion Royal Exchange R. 
was pictured on the cover of the 
Maryland Horse. The 3-year- 
old Percheron had taken up stud 
duties at one of the premier 
Percheron farms in Maryland, E. 
C. Wareheim's Manor Farms in 
Monkton. 

Other draft horse news items 
included the announcement that

the Belgian stallion Farceur's 
Successor, owned by W. F. 
Schluderberg and standing at 
stud in Monkton, was awarded 
national recognition as high- 
scoring Gold Medal sire for his 
progeny's accomplishments in the 
show ring. 


30 Years Ago... 

■ Maryland-bred Stratmat 
appeared on the cover of the 
Maryland Horse, leading 
short-priced favorite Dunce to the 
wire in Hialeah's Royal Palm 
Handicap. 

The career of 6-year-old 
Stratmat fell "strictly within the 
realm of fiction," according to Joe 


Hickey Jr. The son of the Countty 
Life Farm stallion Lochinvar had 
been a stakes performer at 3, but 
needed surgery to remove 16 
bone chips from his ankle. After 
an unsuccessful return to the 
races, the horse was retired to 
stud. 

Stratmat's career as a stallion 
ended abruptly, however, when 
he "acted so roguishly that 
(trainer) Harry Silver was told to 
come and pick up his horse before 
it hurt somebody," and thus the 
horse went back to the track in 
1959. Starting 18 times, 

Lochinvar's son rose from the 
$3,500 claiming level to win the 
Christmas Handicap at Tropical 
Park and place in two other stakes 
prior to his Royal Palm triumph. 


Back in training after proving uncontrollably roguish at stud, Stratmat 
defeated heavily favored Dunce in the 1960 Royal Palm Handicap at Hialeah. 
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He was remarkably consistent, 
winning 13 of his starts that year 
and finishing second twice. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ Interviews with the breeders of 
three stakes-winning Maryland- 
bred fillies illustrated how 
persistence can pay off. 

Weber City Miss was the first 
stakes winner to campaign for 
James Rasnick, who had owned a 
small stable for 13 years. The 
filly's victory in the second 
division of the Cameo Stakes at 
Laurel encouraged Rasnick to look 
at the breeding business in a 
different light: "A year ago I 
wanted to sell the filly and 
Esirnus (her dam)...Then Weber 
City Miss earns black type, 
making me no longer look like I 
own four white elephants. Now I 
don't want to sell but I am 
receiving flattering offers." 

Susan Christiansen, involved in 
the Thoroughbred business as 
farm manager for Derby Hill 
Farm, was also the breeder/ 
owner/groom of Itsa Bitter Day. 
Her story provided incentive for 
all small breeders, as she related 
how her one-dollar mare, bred on 
a complimentary service to Itsa 
Great Day, produced the winner 
of the Virginia Belle Stakes run at 
Bowie. "Of all the horses Les 
(trainer Leslie Glazier) and I have 
had, Itsa Bitter Day probably will 
be the first we have come into the 
clear with. She's just a little filly 
that tries hard." 

Denim Gal's five-length romp in 
the first division of the Cameo 
Stakes was an important step in 
what Joe Pons hoped would be a 
resurgence for Country Life Farm. 
Although Denim Gal had been 
sold as a weanling, the farm still 


owned her dam. Cotton. "One 
good horse can turn any farm 
operation around," said Joe. "If 
Cotton comes through for us as 
the dam of an important runner, 
then we're on our way again. It's 
been a long wait for something 
good to happen." 

■ John J. Mooney was appointed 
Laurel Race Course's new 
president and general manager, 
assuming the positions formerly 
held by John D. Schapiro and 
Frank J. Brady. 

Mooney had been associated 
with the Ontario Jockey Club as 
its president and general manager 
for 22 years. 

Schapiro noted that upon 
relinquishing his post as 
president, he would "assume the 
office of chairman and would 
continue as the track's chief 
executive officer." Former general 
manager Brady was named vice- 
chairman. Additional changes 
included Kenneth A. Schertle, the 
track's treasurer, becoming vice- 
president in charge of finance. 

■ Five-year-old Dave's Friend 
returned to his stakes-winning 
ways by taking the Southern 
Maryland Handicap at Bowie in 
January. Although the bay gelding 
had three stakes placings in six 
outings the previous season, his 
record fell far short of the 
accomplishments that netted him 
Maryland-bred championship 
honors at 3. 

■ Maryland-bred Irish Tower 
added his name to the list of 
Kentucky Derby hopefuls after a 
12-length thrashing of the 
reigning divisional leader, 
champion Rockhill Native, in the 
Bahamas Stakes at Hialeah. It was 
the second stakes win of the year 
for the Glade Valley Farms-bred 


colt, who had earlier scored by 
five and a half-lengths in the New 
Year's Day Stakes at Calder. 

■ Ringing in the new decade at 
Sagamore Farm was a bay filly by 
Naskra out of Ring o' Bells. 
Sagamore's first foal and her dam 
were pictured on the cover of the 
Maryland Horse. Bred by 
Jacques Wimpfheimer, the filly, 
later named Ting a Ling, became 
a stakes winner at 2 when she 
won the Frolic Stakes at 
Timonium. 

■ Judge Audrey Melbourne, the 

first woman ever to sit in the 
Prince Georges County Circuit 
Court, and an avid foxhunter long 
involved with horses, was profiled 
in an article by Lucy Acton. Judge 
Melbourne was the driving force 
behind a landmark decision 12 
years earlier, when as a practicing 
attorney she successfully obtained 
a jockey's license for client Kathy 
Kusner, thus opening the door for 
women jockeys throughout the 
country. Remarked Judge 
Melbourne: "The Kathy Kusner 
case was not a feminist issue. 
Everybody talked about it that 
way, and it suited me fine that 
they thought so, but actually all it 
amounted to was a case of 
administrative law . . . She was a 
rider; they had the authority to let 
her ride." □
